BOAT BURNS; TWO MEN LOST 


Third Member of Party Swims Two 
Miles to Land. 

' NEW ROCHELLE, May 12.—After 
swimming two miles in Long Island 
Sound this afternoon, Oscar Stoneberg, 
a shipbuilder, living ‘at 20 Main Street, 
New Rochelle,. teldhow his two com- 
parions, Thomas Clancey, and Walter 
Muller of 11 Franklin Avenue, this city, 
were ‘drowned .when’ the 
power launch they were in was burned 
and sank in the Sound. 

The launch was owned by Fowler 
Ward of 228 Seventeenth Street, Brook- 
lyn, who bought it last Fall from James 
K.. McGuire of 41 Elm Street, New Ro- 
chelle, .formerly Mayor of Syracuse. 
Stoneberg had put the launch in repair, 
and, with Clancey, a mechanic, .and Mul- 
ler, foreman of the Diamond Motor 
Company of New Rochelle, .went out in 
it to test the engine. yo 

According to Stonebetg, .the engine act- 
ed badly *when they were. half. way be- 
tween’ Huckleberry Island and Execu- 
tion: Reef Lighthouse. . The launch and 
their clothing caught fire. The three 
Jumped overboard to extinguish the 
flames in their clothing and climbed 
back into the boat to fight the blaze. 

When it was seen that they could not 
Save -the boat, Stoneberg ripped up the 
Seats, tore up-part of the floor, and 
made a raft. The bottom of the boat. 
burned so that the engine fell through 
and-the hulk sank in a short time. 

Finding that the raft was too light 
to hold the three and that neither 
Clancey nor Muller could swim, Stone- 
berg threw off his clothing, in which 


he says he had about $50, and started. 


to. swim to Huckleberry Island, two 
miles away. He had swam about 1(0 
yards, when he looked back and saw 
the raft, but the two men were gone. 
He believed they were drowned because 
hho boat was within hailing distance of 
them. 


MANY INJURED IN STORMS. - 


Havoc in Pennsylvania — Rain 
Swamps Michigan, Illinois and Ohio. 


PITTSBURGH, Penn., May 12.—The 
second disastrous wind, rain, and elec- 
trical storm in less than twenty-four 
hours. struck the Pittsburgh district and 
the Allegheny -Valley this evening, in- 
juring scores: of persons, many of them 
probably fatally, and doing hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of damage. 

The. worst of the storm was felt at 
Kittanning,) Penn., in the Allegheny 
Valley; thirty ‘miles from here. There 
many persons .were. caught by flying 
débris when wind unroofed two facto- 
ries. An apartnrent house and thirty or 
forty. other buildings were damaged. 
The roof of the apartment house was 
blown 300 feet away. A large tree in 





front of the building was uprooted andj? 


hurled against a trolley car. The car 
was knocked from the rails.

ALONE 10 BE PASSED 


Programme. Curtailed to These 
and Appropriations at Stormy 
Democratic House Caucus. 


—— 


WILSON BARS RURAL CREDIT 


President Rejects Measure as Draft- 
ed—Warburg and Wheeler Opposed 
for Federal Reserve Board. 


Special to The New York Times. 

“WASHINGTON; May 12.—Democrats 
of the House in caucus to-night, at’ the 
bidding of the President, ‘adopted a pro- 
gramme for the rest of the session which 
practically obligates them to devote 
their time exclusively to anti-trust leg- 
islation. and the annual appropriation 
bills: The. only deviation. permissible 
under the agreement would be the’ Ur- 
gent Deficiency bill for the army, which 
may be taken up in case of necessity, 
and which would take right of way over 
every other matter of legislation. 

Representative ‘Underwood presented 
a resolution incorporating the wishes of 
the President. It was adopted after 
one of the stormiest meetings ever held 
by the majority party in Congress, in 
the course of which Representative 
Ragsdale of South Carolina openly 
charged that ~President Wilson had 
broken ‘faith in refusing to accept rural 
credits legislation as a part of the pro- 
gramme. 

The Underwood resolution provides 
for the adoption of special rules to ex- 
péedite the passage of the bills on the 
programme. These include in their or- 
der on the House calendar the Coving- 
ton Interstate Traae Commission bill, 
the Clayton Anti-Trust bill, and the 
Stock and Bond Issue bill, the latest 
hamed recently reported from the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee. 

Failure to include national prohibition 
and woman suffrage in the list of sub- 
jects to be considered looks like the 
death knell to legislation of that char- 
acter for this year.at least. These 
things now can come up only through 
the operation of a special rule, and 
Representative Henry of Texas of the 
Rules Committee announced after the 
caucus had adjourned, that he would re- 
fuse to call his committee together for 


the purpose of considering. prohibition 
and suffrage until specifically required 
to-do so by the Democrats in caucus. 
As another caucus is unlikely, it looks 
s House; members, after .all, will 
not be compelled to go on record on the 
two propositions which they feared 
more. than anything else would give 
them trouble in their districts this Fall. 
> While many individual: Democrats 
sought to be heard to-night,. the mast 


obstreperous of. all was Representative 


ale, who is a member of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, and ha 
his heart set on rural credits legislation 
at this session. He made an impas- 
siotiéd speech, in-which he declared. that 
the President had refused to accept the 
Rural Credits: bill because the sub-com- 
mittee of the Banking and .Currency 
Committee would not draft it_ according 
to the Presidént’s dictation. ‘The Presi- 
dent, he said, demanded.the withdraw: 
of-all Governmental .aid from rural cred- 
its banks, dnd the sub-committee insist- 
éd upon the- Government: sponsoring. the 
banks. : 

“The President would not include the 
bill in the programme because the sub- 
committee did not do his bidding,’ said 
Mr. Ragsdale. ‘‘We were promised 
when: the Currency bill passed that 
rural credits’ legislation would be put 
through at this. session. The farmer 
has lost’ out, a8 I thought. He knew 
when ‘they brought in this tolls repeal 
proposition it was going to knock ,out 
all good legislation for the session. 

Mr. Underwood told his fellow-Demo- 
crats that his. request to follow out the 
President’s wishes probably ' would be 
the last he would make of them as their 
leader. He referred to the fact that he 
ends his career in the lower body at the 
dlose of the Sixty-third Congress, having 
been selected for Senatorial honors from 
his State, Alabama. .The remark was 
taken by some to indicate an intention 
on the part of the majority leader to 
turn over the reins as leader to another 
with the grains of the short session 
next December. j 

The discussions took’ a wide range 
after Mr. Underwood sat down, and 
sentiment was generally felt out as to 
what other lines of legislation might 
be followed. in addition to those _sug- 

ted in the request from the White 
Towne. Representative Levy of New 
York introduced.a resolution calling for 
a@ programme to include only the passage 
of the rest of the annual appropriation 
bills and then a quick adjournment. 
There was only one vote in favor of this 
proposal, and that was Mr. Levy’s. 

One after another the proposals to 

extend the programme were turned 
down by the caucus. A motion by Rep- 
resentative Bathrick of Ohio to incor- 
porate rural credits drew only twenty 
votes out of an attendance of more than 
200 Democrats. A general proposition 
to open the programme for everything 
was lost in ar of “‘ noes.”’ he gen- 
eral sentiment with respect to rural 
credits was that the proposed legisla- 
tion-had not progressed far enough in 
co ittee consideration to entitle it 
to dignified by the caucus as a Mmat- 
ter for i iate on. 
TE cpresentative Lever of South Caro- 
ina,, Chairman of the Agriculture Com- 
mittee; pleaded long and loudly for the 
fnclusion of cotton and grain futures 
legislation, but failed to muster suf- 
ficient strength to make a showing.

Had Latest Brazilian Maps Charted 
with Newest Theddolite. 


_ Capt. Anthony Fiala, who was a mein- 
ber of the Roosevelt expedition in the 
Amazon ‘country, told a reporter for 
THE New York Trmes yesterday that 
Col. .Roosevelt ‘knew exactly “where. he 
was when he found the new river and 
followed it for 1,000 miles. .Capt. Fiala 
explained that while the published .maps 
of Brazil are not reliable, the Roosevelt 
party had the benefit of the geodetic 
data of the country prepared for the 
use of the Brazilian Government. He 
said: 

‘Savage Landor’s criticism of Col. 
Roosevelt’s work in South America 
sounds very funny to one who-has been 
over the ground, and the statement that 
Col. Roosevelt must have come down the 
new river in a steam laimch would only 
be made by a person profoundly ig- 
norant of the conditions in the Matto 
Grossv region of Brazil and on the water- 
shed of the Madeira and Tapajos Rivers. 
These rivers and their tributaries’ pass 
over large waterfalls and numerous 
cataracts and rapids before they reach 
the quiet waters that join the level of 
the Amazon. 

** Of course, the new river could be 
no exception to the general.-rule, as it 
is placed between the two rivers men- 
tioned and’ has the samé character of 
country to pass le gra ; 

““The maps of Brazil published to date 
are very unreliable, and particularly so 
in regard to the river systems south of 
the Amazon. Rivers are shown hundreds 
of miles. out of position and flow in 
every direction but the right one. 

*“*Col. Rondon and Lieut. Lyra, the 
two Brazilian enginéers with’ Col. Roose- 
velt on his descent of the Riodo Duvida, 
had been en ed for a number of years 
for the Brazilian Government mapping 
the region we- traversed, and: we. for- 
tunately had their original maps to 
follow.

DOMINICANS STILL FIGHTING 


Representatives of Both Factions 
Confer Without Reaching Agreement. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Fighting 
continued yesterday and to-day between 
the Government and revolutionary forces 
at Puerto Plata, Santo Domingo, with 
no definite results. The forces of Presi- 
dent Bordas have completely invested 
the town, laying siege to the place on 
the land side,-and blockading it from 
the sea in an effort to starve out the be- 
sieged revolutionists. 

Capt. Eberle of the American armored 
cruiser Washington, who has been en- 
deavoring to adjust the differences, has 
arranged for a conference between the 
leaders of the two factions on board the 
Washington to-morrow. The following 
dispatch was received at the Navy De- 
partment from Capt. Eberle’ to-day: 

** Brisk attack by Bordas on’ east side 
Puerto Plata yesterday afternoon, and 
light attack to-day noon, with no de- 
cisive results and few casualties. Town 
practically surrounded by Federals, and 
country supplies cut off. Bordas cut 
off water supply some days ago, but 
town has wells and cisterns. No re- 
ported casualties among foreigners or 
non-combatants. Both sides are observ- 
ing promise not to use artillery near 
town. Will send about twenty foreign- 
ers by Seminole, when that vessel ar- 
rives off port. Both parties have agreed 
to conference on* United States cruiser 
Washington and hope to meet to-mor- 
row or as soon as Bordas’s representa- 
tives arrive from the field. Fairly 
quiet in- Puerto Plata, and business sus- 
pended owing to blockade and siege.”’

TAMPICO ALL DAY. 
“UNDER HEAVY FIRE 


Artillery Attack of Rebels Begun 
at 9. A. M. and Was Still: 
On Late at Night. 


RESULT IS NOT REVEALED 


Admiral Mayo Reports That German 
and Dutch Cruisers Have With- 
drawn from the City. _

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The battle 
of Tampico was resumed with heavy 
artillery this morning ‘and’ continued 
through the day. Upto 11:80; o’clock 
to-night the Navy Department was-with-: 
out information, official or otherwise, 
as to the progress of the attack. . At 
that hour this bulletin was issued on 
the basis of a message received from 
Admiral Mayo: q 


While no definite information a sto the 
progress of the attack on Tampico has as 
yet been obtained, Admiral: Mayo reports 
at 9:20 o’clock that hgavy artillery and 
rifle fire has been going on all day, and 
still continued at. the time of his dispatch.

The only official message received dur- 
ing the day regarding the’ progress of 

the battle at Tampico was one’ filed at 
Vera Cruz at 2:40 ocloeck this afternoon, 
which stated. that Admiral. Badger had 
received this message from Admiral 
Mayo during the afternoon. 

“Heavy firing commenced on shore 
about Tuesday 9 A: M. and is continu- 
ing.” ; 

The Constitutionalist confidential agen- 
cy in Washington was without news as 
|to the progress of the battle up to a 
| late hour to-night.. Efforts to obtain 
such information for Constitutionalist 
agents in Juarez were without avail. 
Put it was said by Constitutionalists 
here that they understood that. Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales was leading the main 
attack. from the northwest on Tampico. 

Admiral Mayo reported to-night that 
the German and-Dutch cruisers had 
moved down the river from Tampico. 
It is believed this was done to place 
these vessels beyond the range of the 
guns of the Constitutionalists whose 
shells would come toward the river from 
the high ground northwest and ‘north 
of Tampico, where their artillery is 
placed. 

The situation in Tampico is sych 
that the attack by the Constitutionalists 
could only be made from the north or 
northwest, unless they should cross to 
the south ‘side of the Panuco river. 
Tampico is on.the north side of the 
Panuco and of the Tamesi. river which 
parallels the Panuco, skirting the south- 
ern edge of the city."\Just west of the 
city:the Tameést swings ardund to the 
northwest while the Panuco curves t0- 
ward the’ southwest. On the northern 
part of Tampico is a great laguna 
about a mile and a quarter long, and 
more than half a mile wide: 

In making their attacks on Tampico 
the .Constitutignalists. are blocked’ by 
this lake, and forced to swing around it. 
To meet such attacks the Federals have 
placed the gunboat Vera Cruz in the 
Panuco at the western end of the city, 
while the Federal gunboat Bravo has 
been stationed at the bend in the Panuco 
at the eastcrn end of the city. The 
Vera Cruz has-up to this time been able 
to check any attack from the northwest, 
while the sweep of the guns across. the 
narrow strip of hillside east of the: city,, 
has blocked all attempts to enter the 
city from that side; The Mexican’ gun- 
boats have had a clear sweep also of 
the southern. bank of the river and 
prevented any attack from that.quarter. 

Besides the gunboats, the ederals 
have also had a number of field cannon 
and modern machine guns in Tampico. 
Some men in Washington familiar with 
the .situation have suggested that the 
battle. might last three days, and unless 
won in that time would have to be halt- 


ed to enable both sides to bring up more 
ammunition for the big guns. 

Admiral Mayo’s earlier report from 
Tampico to-day stated that he had de- 
tained the American chartered transport 
Mexico until this morning, and com-

VERA CRUZ, May 12.—Gen. Funston 
this morning announced that he had

He was quickly adjudged guilty as a 
spy and sentenced to be shot by a fir- 
ing squad composed of the roughest 
of Gen. Maass’ men and commanded 
by an officer of the so-called Mexican 
Engineer Corps—although ~Huerta’s 
army has no corps worthy of the 
name, most of the officers being as 
ignorant as the most untutored offi- 
cers of the rurales. ‘ 

Lieut,.Col.. Taggart’s blooded horses, 
with which Parks broke across‘ the 
line, are held by Gen. Maass, and in- 
quiries made about them by Gen.’ Fun- 
ston have been ignored by the Mex- 
ican commander.

FUNSTON PISCOUNTS ALARMS. 


Tells Washington Waterworks Can’t 
Be Taken—No Hostile Moves.

WASHINGTON, .May 12.—Administra- 
tion circles. are well satisfied with the 
situation at Vera Cruz. 'Gen. Funston 
has. not only sent reports that satisfy 
Secretary Garrison as to the condition 
of affairs under the new Military Gov- 
ernment, but has discounted’ many of 
the reports in circulation. concerning 
prospective.attacks from the Federals. 

According to Gen. Funston the Tojar 
waterworks are not in any danger, and 
no ‘actual hostile movement of troops 
fhias been made by the’ Federals-On' thé 
basis of messages fréni Gen. Funstoh, 
Secretary Garrison to-day issued this 
bulletin : 

*““'The General says that in case alarm- 
ing reports are made with respect to 
possible attempts of Mexican troops to 
cut off water supply at Vera Cruz it will 
be safe to say that there is no serious 
danger of such contingency. There are 
rumors that such attempts will be made 
shortly,..but it is, the opinion of Gen. 
Funston’ that these rumors are caused 
solely by. statements circulated by Gen. 
Maass and Gen. Navarette. 

* He ‘states that, so far as he can 
learn, thére is no actual movement of 
troops.that would indicate hostile inten- 
tions. He reports the pumping station 
is well guarded, and will not be taken 


from us. by force and that, if the pipe 
lines should be severed, he could restore 
them in a few hours. He says there is 
nothing in the local, situation,to cause 
alarm... He has received no news with 
respect to Private Parks. 
“He says that: the last 200.or more 
mail, delivered at.the Mexican 
outpost on May 9, are still lying there 
beside the railroad tracks under the 
charge. of. the Mexican outpost.’’

GOING TO CONSULT POPE 


Is Loath to Discuss Political Con- 
ditions, but Known to Favor 
‘Intérvention.

VERA CRUZ, May 12.—The Most 
Rev. José Mora, Archbishop of Mexico, 
arrived here to-day from the capital, 
accompanied by the Right Rev. Jesus 
Maria Eschavarria, Bishop of Saltillo. 
Both are on their way to Rome: 

‘The Archbishop was much éxhaust- 
ed because of his walk across the gap 
in the railroad tracks in the hot sun 
this morning, and had apparently suf- 
feréd from the long trip by train. He 
had evidently been under great. nerv- 
ous strain, but the specific reason was 
not disclosed. 

When. Father Francis P. Joyce, 
Chaplain of the Fourth Field Artil- 
lery, soon after his arrival, called upon 
the Archbishop at the Swedish Consul- 
ate, where he lodged, the Mexican 
prelate thought’ he was going to be 
arrested. Father Joyce was wearing 
the army uniform, and there was 
nothing. to distinguish him from a reg- 
ular ‘officer except the collar decora- 
tién: Consequently ‘the Archbishop, 
néver having seen a Chaplain in uni- 
form, imagined Gen. Funston was g0- 
ing to take ‘him into custody. 

"When he learned his mistake, he 
gave Father Joyce ‘a cordial welcome. 
Later Father W. H. I. Reaney, Chap- 
lain of the battleship Utah, with Fa- 
ther Joyte; called upon the Arch- 
bishop. Both priests placed themselves 
at the disposal of the prelate, who in 
turn promised to do everything that 
was in his power to assist their work 
here. tT 


‘Think Huerta Expelled Him. 

The Archbishop told Father Reaney 
that he was bound for Rome to confer 
about matters of his archdiocese. It 
is believed in some circles here, how- 
ever, that the Archbishop, who re- 
cently had a sharp tilt with President 
Huerta, was virtually expelled from 
the capital by the dictator. 

Through Father. Reaney THE NEw 
YoRxK TimEs correspondent was able to 
obtain an intervieW with the Arch- 
bishop, althoughhe was ‘pldinly ,re- 
luctant to answer questions bearing on 
the political situation, owing to his 
delicate position. 

Persons. connected with his party 
emphasized this point of the delicacy 
of his position, and intimated that his 


trip to Rome had not been entirely 
prearranged.

The alleged determination of Villa to 
deal severely with the dignitaries of 
the Church, and the disfavor with 
which rebels regard those who wear 
the robes of the Church, are said to 
have for a basis the financial assistance 
which the Church has given to Huerta.

THANKED FOR HIS SERVICES 


Believes ‘Huerta’s. End Near and 
Thinks Mexican Factions Can 
Be Reunited.

WASHINGTON, May  12.—Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy, former Chargé_ d’Af- 
fhires of the United States in Mexico 
City, visited the White House to-night 
and had what was described afterward 
asa pleasant hour’s conversation with 
President Wilson. It was the first meet- 
ing between the President and Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy since the latter's arrival 
ere, under orders from Secretary 
Bryan, last Thursday. 

“Nothing occurred during the interview, 
it was said, after Mr. O’Shaughnessy 
left the White House, to indicate that 
the President was in any way displeased 
over the conduct of American affairs in 
Mexico by Mr. O’Shaughnessy or his re- 
ported intimacy with President Huerta. 
Members of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations and the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations had ob- 
tained the impression from a confer- 
@nce they had with President Wilson 
just prior to the taking of*'Vera Cruz 
by the American forces that the Presi- 
dent felt that Mr. O’Shughnessy’s re- 
lations with President Huerta were en- 
tirely too cordial. They also carried 
away the idea that Mr. O’Shaughnessy 
would have been recallei if the appoint- 
ment of a successor could have been 
made without giving him letters of 
credence to the Huerta Government, 
which would have been equivalent to 
American recognition of that Govern- 
ment. 

Nothing said or done by the President 
while Mr. O'Shaughnessy was with him 
to-night indicated that the Chargé d’Af- 
faires had incurred the Presidential dis- 
Pleasure. On the contrary, President 
Wilson thanked Mr. O’Shaughnessy for 
the*able manner in which he had cared 
for the interests of the United States 
th ‘Mexico’ and expressed’ satisfaction 
with the skill and ability he had shown. 
A large part of the conversation is 
understood to have been conducted by 
the President, although he questioned 
Mr. O’Shaughnessy as to the character

TRANSPORTS BEING LOADED. 


Munitions and Supplies to Go to 
Galveston from Here, 


At the Shewan Dock, Staten Island, 
where the newly acquired transports, 
City of Macon and City of Memphis, 
are being fitted for sea, and at the Rob- 
bins Dock, Brooklyn, where the Ha- 
waiian liner Minnesotan, is being fitting 
out for carrying army supplies and live 
stock, several hundred men were at 
work yesterday. About the harbor 
moved three of the large Quartermaster 
barges transporting from the harbor 
arsenal and from piers where supplies 
have been gathered, the ammunition 
and equipment which are to be the 
cargo of the vessels.

Aguas Calientes, who, it is reported, 
abandoned property valued at $250,000.

WAS HELD UP FOR $200,000. 


Mine Manager Hostage Says He Es- 
caped by a Subterfuge. 


Special to The New York Timea. 
NEW ORLEANS, May 12.—A. B. Em- 
ery and his wife of New York are among 
the refugees who were brought here by 
the Ward Line steameship Esperanza. 
Mr- Emery was the manager for A. 
George & Co., London, a. corporation 
having $2,000,000 invested in Mexican 
mining properties near Zacatecas. Mr. 
Emery was held for a time as a hostage 
for the payment of $200,000 to the Mex- 
ican Government. his sum was to be 
a “‘war-loan.”’ By a subterfuge finally 
Mr. Emery made his escape. 

““ About 5 o’clock on the afternoon of 
April 21, I was told that mobs were 
forming in the streets of Guadaloupe and 
Zacatecas,’”’ said Mr. Emery, * and also 
that they intended marching out and at- 
tacking our property. There were some 
forty Americans on the place, and a 
number of Germans and Britishers. 

“Later we learned that the mob from 

Guadaloupe was on its way out to the 
mine. On the morning of April 22 a 
young Mexican employed about the 
office came to me and said that the 
jefe politico and other prominent offi- 
cials wanted to see me at the office. 
Upon my arrival at the office I saw 
that the Mexican officials, «State and 
military, had taken possession of the 
place. Iwas told that the Government 
needed $200,000 to care for the army. 
‘That was about 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, so in order to gain time enough 
to get the Americans and other for- 
eigners to safety, I commenced to 
parley with them. : 
“I told the jefe politico and the Fed- 
eral army officers that our company 
was not rich, and in view of the fact 
that we had just started operations 
and. had put out more than $2,000,000 
they should show us some considera- 
tion. This worked for a while, but 
when I finished I was made to un- 
derstand that unless the money was 
forthcoming no uncertain measures 
would be adopted. 

‘By leading them to think that. I 
would use my best efforts to get the 
money, I managed to obtain delay. The 
last train out was due to leave in two 
hours, and I got my men on board. 
There was no chance for me to leave, 
however, as they kept me under close 
surveillance. 

“ Finally I sent the Governor a flat- 
tering note, telling him that the ques- 
tion of money was of grave importance, 
and that in order to lay the matter 
properly before my people it would be 
necessary for me to make a trip to Mex- 
ico City. I asked him to grant me the 
requisite pass and he did. This was on 
April 26. he Governor consented to 
let me leave, and the operation of mines 
and other property was placed entirely 
in the hands of Mexicans.”’ 


A COLOMBIAN VIEW. 


Bogota Paper Complains Bitterly 
Against Mexican ‘nvasion, 


A South American view of the Ameri- 
can seizure of Vera Cruz that illustrates 
the extreme of anti-American sentiment 
in the Latin republics is contained in 
an editorial article in El Nuevo Tiempo 
of Bogota, Colombia. It represents Pres- 
ident Wilson as having declared war on 
@ weakened Mexico, and suggests that 
Japan may be the “avenger” of the 
*“*defenseless peoples of America.’ The 
article says: 

“The order that the: Government of 
the United States has just given that 
its ships blockade the ports of the Mex- 
ican Republic, will produce an echo in 
the other countries of Latin America. 

** New anxiety will arise in the souls 
of our people as to the imperialistic dan- 
gers that are seen in the United States. 
New distrust will make us look askance 
at the powerful republic of the north -in 
whose attitude toward Mexico, one sees 
the prelude of future conquests and 
future insults. 

“The history of the Anglo-American 
democracy is indeed no guarantee for 
the other countries of this continent. 
Its methods of acquiring Texas, the 
causes which brought on the war. from 
ween New Mexico’ emerged beaten and 
dismembered, the injustice of the at- 
tack by which it took Cuba and Porto 
Rico from Spain, above all; the unheard-+ 
of offense in Panama, in which it did 
not — its own word, solemly given 
in a public treaty—all these things have 
served to disseminate deep feelings of 
fear and even aversion toward a nation 
which Monroe, at a_ historic moment, 
made the guide of the liberty of this 
hemisphere. * * * 

“The incident of the salute to the 
American flag has been a’ mere pretext 
in the war President Wilson has just 
declared on Mexico. The real and true 
cause of that declaration has been the 
enmity of Wilson toward Huerta, whom 
he accuses of having set up his Govern- 
ment by means of a military coup. 

** But why has the same Wilson not 
hesitated to recognize the order of 
things that grew out of the military 
coup at Lima? 

‘“‘On a memorable occasion President 
Wilson said that he ‘desired that the 
relations of the United States and the

Methodist, Forty Years in Mexic., 
Thinks the Administration Should 
Have Followed Hayes Precedent. 


The Rev. Dr. John W. Butler, Super- 
intendent of Missions in Mexico of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and a resi- 
dent of Mexico City for forty years, 
yesterday discussed the situation in 
Mexico: City and the general Mexican 
question. He arrived in New York on 
Monday afternoon from New Orleans, 
having been a passenger on the refugee 
train which left the capital for Puerto 
Mexico on the night of April 28. He 
had been ordered by the Methodist 
Board of Foreign Missions to change 
his headquarters to Vera Cruz, but to 
Proceed there from Puerto Mexico by 
land was not possible, and so he went to 
New Orleans on the Monterey with 636 
other Americans. 

Dr. Butler asserted yesterday with 
pees that Huerta was not a drunk- 
ard, and that he believed he ‘would not 
back down or run, but would fight to 
the last. While the missionary. hopes 
fo> peace, he believes the only ‘chance 


for it lies-in the apt Conference, 
and that, he fears, is slight. 

Missionary Describes Conditions. 

Dr. Butler in a talk at the Hotel Ray- 
mond yesterday gave an account of con- 
ditions in Mexico City :which differed 
from many of the early reports that came 
from there. He was awakened early one 
morning by a crowd of ten men going 
about smashing the windows of the 
American houses in his block; but the 
house in which he lived’ being a re- 
ligious edifice, was aot molested. The 
refugees on his train, ‘he said. were not 
molested or even insulted on the way 
to Puerto Mexico. While he decided’ it 
was wiser to keep crose to his quarters 
in ‘the five days that succeeded the 
seizure of Vera Cruz, owing to the mis- 
leading reports printed by the newspa- 
pers, for two days before he left he went 
about his business as usual, and saw 
nothing that would indicate that Amer- 
icans were in danger. 

‘““The news of the Vera Cruz 
reached us like a storm out of a clear 
sky,” said Dr. Butler. ‘We had been 
told repeatedly by. the Embassy and 
Consulate that we should have at least 
three or four days’ notice in case any- 
thing happened to break relations be- 
tween the two countries. Most of the 
missionaries were willing to stay, trust- 
ing to God and their own common serge 
as long as the trouble was only be-

and to fix that responsibility on the 
White House, members of the committee 
asked the President to set forth his 
position in a public statement.

That 
letter seemed to anger the members of 
the sub-committee and the bill was 
promptly introduced at both ends of the 
Capitol—by Representative Bulkely of 
Ohio in the House, and Senator Hollis 
of New Hampshire. 

The action of the Congressmen in 
making the bill public without the Pres- 
ident’s approval promises a serious di- 
vision within the party, though the ap- 
parent certainty that the bill is dead 
for this séssion may reduce the oppor- 
tunities for an outburst. 


Oppose Warburg and Wheeler. 


To-night, in an effort to induce the 
President to smooth over the difficulty, 
Chairman Owen of the Senate Commit- 
tee, with Mr. Hollis, called at the White 
House. It is understood that the Sena- 
tors also wished to register their objec- 
tions to the appointment of Paul M. 
Warburg of New York and Harry A. 
Wheeler of Chicago to places on the 
Federal Reserve Board. They are said 
to have be the President that both 
men were out of sympathy with the pur- 
poses of the new banking system, and 
that neither could be confirmed.

Headed 
by Chairman Bulkely, the six Demo- 
cratic members representing the House, 
together with Representative k 
Woodg of Iowa, airman of the Re- 
publi National Congressional Com- 
mittee, indorsed Government aid. The 
two members opposing it were both 
epetsicnye Se eyeeen ters Platt of 
New York and yes of California. 

Armed with assurances of strong sup- 
port from the membership of the House 
and with this overwhelmi sentiment 
on the part of the committee, Repre- 
sentative Bulkely was delegated to dis- 
cuss the situation with the President.

Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill provides for the creation of 
twelve Federal land banks with a mini- 
mum capital of $500,000 each, one to 
each Federal reserve district, the dis- 
tricts to be located and the land bank 


cities selected by the Federal Reserve 
Board. In addition. to the land banks 
it provides for the organization of na- 
tional farm ioan associations under the 
direction of the Federal Reserve Boar, 
in the various land bank districts, all 
to be under the supervision of a land 
bank Commissioner Serene by . the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

The business of the banks and loan 
associations is to be confined strictly 
to the Selling and lending of money, on 
first farm mortgages and the. handling 
of farm land bonds. The banks cannot 
buy or sell exchanges, discount paper, 
receive deposits, or engage in ony sim- 
ilar transactions. The Feder land 
banks are jointly held liable for all land 
mortgages. 

Two classes’ of stock are provided— 

A, subscriptions to the land banks 
to be held by any individual, firm or 
corporation or by: the Government of 
any. State or by the United States; Class 
B, stock in the national farm loan as- 
sociations, formed by any number of 
persons not fess than five and subscrip- 
ers as stock in shares not to exceed $25 
each. P 

It: is required that all farm loan as- 
sociations must subscribe 10 per cent. of 
their stock to the Farm Land Bank in 
their districts. Im the organization of 
the farm land ‘banks it‘is provided that 
the books shall be opened: to stock sub- 
oan for 90 days. Whatever unsub- 
scribed stock remains the Secretary of 
the Treasury must subscribe for out of 
any funds not otherwise appropriated. 
The. section of the bill so strenuously 
objected to by the President provides 
that upon the recommendation of the 
Feder Reserve the Secretary 
of the Treasury must- purchase. each 
zone from the land’ banks farm loan

Dividends on stock in the land banks 
is limited to 5 per cent. - Borrowing is 
confined to stockholders in the farm 
loan associations, who are permitted. to 
borrow twenty the amount held 
ine stock.

Senate Amends Assembly Bill 
So As to Provide Funds for 
, Two Disputed Departments. 


STILL TALK OF COMPROMISE 


Legislature May Adjourn by Friday 
—Assembly Passes Appropriation 
Bill by Surprising Majority. 


ALBANY, May 12.—The Democratic 
Senate and the Republican Assembly to- 
night agreed to disagree on appropria- 
tions and appointed a conference com- 
mittee, which will meet at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow forenoon and try to adjust the 
differences. The Republicans will have 
six. of the ten members composing‘ the 
committee. The findings of the commit- 
tee, however, are not binding in Senate 
or Assembly. 

The committee is composed of Senators 
Frawley, Murtaugh, and Cullen, Demo- 
crats, and Senator Brown, Republican, 
and Assemblymen Macdonald, Hinman, 
Conklin, Wheeler, and Maier, Repub- 
licans, and Assemblyman Alfred E. 
Smith, Democrat: r 

Prior to the sessions of the: two houses 
to-night there was a conference be- 
tween Gov. Glynn and the Democratic 
leaders of both houses. Following the 
appointment of .the conference comimit- 
tee the belief gained ground that some 
compromise would be reached and that 
the extra session would come to an end 
by Friday or Saturday. 

The Senate to-night passed the Gen- 
eral Appropriation bill; which was sent 
over by the Assembly, but amended it 
by inserting an appropriation of $124,- 
000 for the Department of Efficiency 
and Economy, and $111,000 for the Fire 
Marshal’s office. The Assembly had 
omitted any provision for the support of 
these departments, dominated by Tam- 
many Hall. 

The Appropriation bill, as amended by 
the Senate, despite “this additional load 
of ,000, was about $81, below the 

,492,840 provided for by the Assembly. 

he Supply bill, after passing through 

the Senate, will come out with a total 

of $1,800,000, slightly in advance of the 
amount provided for by the Assembly. 

The Senate Finance Committee took 
out an.appropriation of $26,000 which 
the Assembly had put in at the request

TAGK ROSE'S DEBTS. 


IN JACOBS RED BOOK 


Gambler’s Widow Swears That 
Whitey Lewis and ** Beansy” 
Rosenfeld Also Owe Estate. 


SUIT OVER LOAN OF $3,500 


Mrs. Jacobs Weeps as She Tells of 
Sports Who Sent Flowers, 
but Did Not Pay. 


While Jack Rosé was testifying yes- 
terday against Charles Becker, Mrs. 
Anna Jacobs; the widow of a dead 
gambler, who was one of Rose’s friends, 
was testifying in Justice Whitaker's 
part in the Supreme Court that Rose 
owed her husband’s estate §270 and had 
never displayed any inclination to pay 
it. : 


The suit was begun by Sigmund Ro- 
senfeld, better known as “‘ Beansy’’ Ro- 
senfeld, against the estate. of Henry 
Jacobs for $3,500 which Rosenfeld says 
he lent to Jacobs once. when the latter 
had ‘gone broke” on the races. 

Jacobs was one of the best-known 
gamblers in the city. He was a book- 
maker in season and he ventyred. in 
any other game that existed at other 
times. All the big and little gamblers 
knew him, and when Joseph Mansfield 
killed him in 1910 in & ‘quarrel over 
money, there was grief in all the gam- 
bling houses. All of Jacobs’s. property 
was in cash in banks. His widow got 
letters of administration which were 
afterward revoked by Surrogate Fowler, 
and the estate was turned over -to 
Isaac Jacobs, the father of the dead 
man. 

Mrs, Jacobs. came to the witness chair 
yesterday to combat the claim of Rosen- 
feld. She said Rosenfeld owed’ her hus- 
band the $3,500 and that Jack Rose 
owed $270 and “ Whitey”’ Lewis 
Asked how she knew this she said 
that her husband kept his accounts in 
a little red book which he always car- 
ried with him. Ske said he kept.all of 
his financial matters in this book, what 
he owed on one side and what was 
due him on the other. The names of 
Rosenfeld, Rose, and Lewis were on the 
debit side of the book. 

Mrs. Jacobs wore deep mourning. She 
ant over the thought that 
Rosenfeld should sue her husband’s 
estate for money that, she said, he 
himself owed the estate. 

Mrs. Jacobs began to cry and the court 
waited patiently for her to control her- 
self. She said that while her husband 
lay dying at Bellevue Hospital she talked 
with him. Near the last, she said, he told 
her that she would find a little red book 
in his clothes, an@ tnat it would tell 
her what money was due him. She 
says that he also told her to call on 
ali the persons who owed him money 
and collect it. 

Mrs. Jacobs did not think she would 
have any trouble to get the money due, 
because manhy members of the gam- 
bling fraternity had sent flowers for 
Jacobs’s funeral. 

‘Jack Rose contributed $2 for flow- 
ers,’’ she said. 

Then Mrs. Jacobs told of several talks 
she had with Rosenfeld after her hus- 
band’s death. Then she said: 

** Rosenfeld Aold me that my _ hus- 
band owed him $3,500. I asked him 
whether there was a note, check, or 
draft of any kind by which he could 
prove the debt, but he said to mé: 
‘That’s the trouble. I haven’t a leg to 
stand on.’ I then told him that tny hus- 
band had told me in his last moments 
that the $3,500 was due from him, and 
that I thought*he ought to pay it.” 

Mrs. Jacobs was asked to produce -the 
little red book. She replied that. it was 
impossible for her, to do so. Asked why

told, Becker,. then head of the Strong 
Arm Squad and the most feared man 
in the underworld. 

Yes, I guess I did cry,” admitted 
Rose after he had left the witness stand. 

Like a flash the whole scene came to 
me again, that scene after the murder. 

There the witness stopped and looked 
out over the roof tops near the Crim- 
inal Court Building. More tears were 
in_ his eyes. 

Rose looked prosperous, well dressed 
and in good health. His head was still 
without a single hair, and as shiny as 
it was two years SFO. His chin was 
just as peaked and his wide-spread ears 
the most 
eccentric figures that ever walked into 
a courtroom. 

Becker faced him, but their eyes 
never met. Rose talked to the jury. 
He looked the jurymen in the face and 
he looked District Attorney Whitman 
in the face. He acted like a man who 
was bored to death with repeating a 
peat which ran from his mouth as 
easily as water from a spring. He knew 
what he was wanted for, and he set 
about to finish his task as smoothly as 
possible. He acted like a man well 
trained in court procedure. His low, 
sonorous voice carried like a bell. He 
did not exert himself, never became ex- 
cited, never received a reprimand, and 
he withstood the ordeal as if it were an 
everyday affair. 

There were many additions to his testi- 
mony, but in the main it was the sto 
he told at the first trial. All throug 
his recital he used direct quotations 
when speaking of Rosenthal or Becker. 
In the first trial he used indirect dis- 
course only. He told in many different 
ways how Becker had threatened to kill 
Rosenthal, and he never yaried the ex- 
pressions used at the first trial. 

, Mr. Manton took down many notes, 
and said later that he had caught Rose 
in significant contradictions about con- 
versations the witness said he had had 
with Becker. It was expected that Mr. 
Manton will make much of these alleged 
—— to-day in cross-examining 
se. 


New Points in Rose’s Story. 


The checking up of the two sets of tes- 
timony by Rose showed important addi- 
tions. He said yesterday that the Beck- 
er-Rosenthal gambling house cleared as 
much as $4,000 in one evening and that 
Becker, when he heard of it, demanded 
from. Rosenthal through Rose the return 
of the $1,500 which he had invested to 
start the place. There was no mention 
of $4,000 at the first trial, and at that 
tirne Rose testified that Becker had sent 
him to get $500 of the $1,500 due. 

Rose introduced the name of ex-In- 
spector Cornelius J. Hayes at yester- 
day’s session. This was a surprise. He 
was explaining how he had tried to con- 
vince Rosenthal that Becker had done 
@ great deal for him. 

“TI told Herman,” said Rose, ‘‘ that he 
gaghe not to forget that Becker had 
helped him a great deal and that he 
ought not to break with him. I told him 
to rémember that Inspector Hayes 
hadn’t bothered him once.” 

Hayes was dismissed from the Police 
Department shortly after the Rosenthal 
murder on a charge of insubordination. 
He openly charged in the. newspapers, 
it was alleged, that Police Commissioner 
Waldo had instructed him not to close 
u ogee houses in the Tenderloin. 

ose further testified yesterday that 
Beckér ‘had told him he would not hesi- 
tate to arrest Rosenthal himself when 
the raid was made. It appeared on the 
first trial that Becker was not willing 
to go to the extent of arresting his al- 
leged rtner. 

nother distinction was to the effect 
that men higher up, supposedly officials 
at Police Headquarters, were responsible 
for keeping a patrolman stationed in 
Rosenthal’s gam ie house after Beck- 
er made his “ friendly ’’ raid. The pres- 
ence of this patrolman aggravated 
Rosenthal’s hatred for Becker, but, ac- 
cording to Rose’s new testimony, Becker 
was unable to get rid of the policeman 
because of the influence higher up. 

It was further brought out that Rosen- 
thal’s gambling. paraphernalia was de- 
molished at Police Headquarters after 
the raid) In. view of the fact ‘that 
Becker was alleged to have a chattel 
mortgage on. Rosenthal’s furnishings, it 
‘ts olen ficant, from the defense’s point 
of view, that Beckér’ should fot’ have 
‘suffidiént influence to prévent the de- 
Struction of the paraphernalia. It was 
inferred that the same higher-up influ- 
ences went over Becker’s head in this 
instance. 

An additional quotation went on the 
new trial record when Rose _ testified 
that Becker said to him: “If Rosenthal 
wants to fight, let him come out. like 
a fighter.” When I get through with him 
he’ll mever bat his eye ain in the 
gambling business of New York.” 


Becker Rejected Mediation. 


Another new suggestion which Rose 
let out was that mediation had been at- 
tempted between Becker and Rosen- 
thal. Rose said it was he who sug- 
gested that a disinterested person, en- 
tirely apart from the gambling business, 
should try to bring Becker and Rosen- 


thal back on peace terms. Rose added: 
“ But Becker wouldn’t listen to it. He 
said: ‘I'll take care of him myself. 
wouldn't talk to that dog Rosenthal.’ ”’ 

In another instance Rose brought in 
the name of ex-Inspector Hughes, for- 
merly head of the Detective Bureau. 
.This. name was,not used in the first 
trial. Rose was speaking about the 
 frame-up’’ of Jack Zelig, the east side 
gangster who was held in the Tombs on 

a charge of carrying concealed weapons, 
and facing @ possible fourtéeen-year term 
in prison. According to Rose, a notori- 
ous gambler, ‘Dollar John” Langer, 
ad tried to get Inspector Hughes to 
“frame up” Zelig. Rose quoted Becker 
as saying: ‘‘ Yes, Zelig was framed: up. 
It was due to a lot of soreheads over a 
primacy fight on the east side. I didn’t 

now about the frame-up when it hap- 

ned. Officer White told me that Zelig 
ad been framed,”’ 

-Zelig was murdered on the eve of the 
first Becker trial by ‘“‘ Red *’’ Davidson. 
Mr. itman had expected to prove 
through Zelig that he had received Beck- 
er’s order to furnish the gunmen’ who 

tola in detail about this part of 
He also brought out 
that rs. Zelig had overheard a con- 
versation which he (Rose) had with 
Zelig in the Tombs about the plans. for 
the murder. The mention of this name 
suggested that District Attorney Whit- 
man might produce Mrs. Zelig as a wit- 
ness. ose testified that he had given 
Zelig $100 of Becker’s money, and that 
Zelig had shared it with his wife. 

Another variation in the testimony was 
to the effect that Becker had threatened 
to arrest all of the members of Zelig’s 
gang. Zelig, according to Rosé, refused 
to do Becker’s bidding unless he were 
freed on bail, whicm nad been set at 

000. en Rose reported Zelig’s 
ultimatum, Becker made this reply, ac- 
cording to the testimony: ‘“‘ Let Zell 
rot in the Tombs.

Partner of Rosenthal. 


In answer to the District Attorney’s 
questions Rose told of his long career 
in the gambling business. His last con- 
nection was with Rosenthal, he said, as 
his partner, not only in West Forty- 
fifth Street, but in the Hesper Club, in 
Second Avenue. When the witness 
started the story leading to Rosenthal’s 
erin be pasned through it without 

e of questions. 

Rose told how Becker used to Lag 
fast at his house; h m 
morning, noon, and ni 
ette Baths, the Union , 
Elks Club, Police Headquarters, an Re 
Subway stations. The murder story be- 
gan with the get-rich-quick talks which 
Rosenthal had with Becker in the Spring 
of 1912. Rosenthal wanted $5,000 from 
Becker to start a new gambling house, 
and proposed iat Becker should have 
an interest in it. 

Becker relied on Rose, his stool pigeon 
and collector, as his go-between in all 
negotiations with Rosenthal. He was 
elated at the prospect of getting rich in 
the y= aeae 4 business, but Rose ad- 
vised him to have no relations with such 
an unprincipled and treacherous man as 
Rosenthal. After much dichering. it 
was arranged that Becker should let 
Rosenthal have $1,500, secured by a 
chattel mortgage on Rosenthal’s furni- 
ture. A man named: Donohue was the 
dummy in the mortgage transaction. 
Rose was “ declared in” on 25 per cent. 
of the profits, and was to station him- 
self in the gambling house to see that 
Rosenthal did not run away with the 
money. 

The opening night was dull but busi- 
ness picked up and Becker kept tabs 
on the proceeds through Rose. One night 
when a big profit was made Becker sent 
Rose to Rosenthal with a demand for 
the return of the $1,500. That was the 
beginning of the break between Becker 
and the gambler. Rosenthal refused to 
give up any part of the Spaag, until 
the obligation was due. Then Becker 
threatened to utake ag) hp pnd ngewe 
Complaints ains e - 
ing up at *Bolice Headquarters, and 
Becker was admonished by his superiors 
to get rid of the gambling house. 

en Rosenthal discovered that 
Becker had to make. the raid to save 
his face at Headquarters he grew fu- 
rious. All of the dickering culminated 
in the preparation of bogus evidence 
by Becker’s Strong Arm Squad. Becker 
furnished the description of the gam- 
bling house, got the warrants from 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo and personally 
made a raid on the house. osenthal 
stood across the way and was not ar- 
rested, but a nephew of Mrs. Rosen- 
thal and another man were taken to 
the police station. Becker told Rosen- 
thal if he had not made the raid Lieut. 
“Honest Dan” Costigan would have 
made it over his head and that would 
have been the end of Charles Becker. 


Becker’s Promise Broken. 


Becker patched things up by agreeing 
to “throw” the case on perjured testi- 
mony and promising to have the police- 
man in the gambling house removed, 
and to make preparations for a reopen- 
ing of the house. Also he agreed to can- 
cel the $1,500 loan. But the patrolman 
was not removed and Rosenthal began 
to tell all about the town of his connec- 
tion with the head of the Strong Arm 
Squad. Commissioner Waldo questioned 
Becker, who told him the story was 
ridiculous. Rosenthal carried his griev- 
ances to Chief Magistrate McAdoo 
Magistrate Corrigan, Mayor Gaynor, and 
District Attorney Whitman. 

When Becker realized Rosenthal was 
determined to ‘‘break’’ him he be- 
gan preparation for tne murder. He told 
Rose ‘“ Rosenthal is a fellow I would 
like to have croaked.’”’ There were 
mahy conferences between Rose and 
Becker, and the murder plans were 
much discussed. Becker sent Rose re 
the ‘Tombs to suggest that Jack Zeliz 
furnish the murderers as a price for 
liberty. Zelig was willing to do the mur- 
der but wanted to get out first. 

Zelig’s objections caused Becker to 
send Rose directly to the flat of the 
gunmen up in the Bronx. Rose made 
the acquaintance in the flat of ‘‘ Lefty 
Louié*’ and ‘‘ Whitey “Lewis.” They 
were pleased with the idea of at 
Rosenthal. They didn’t know him an 
he meant nothing to them. They agreed 
to hold themselves in readiness for th 
killing. Rose gave them money an 
reported to Becker that the boys were 
all right. Becker said that he hoped he 
would wake up some morning soon and 
read about Rosenthal’s death. 
urged Rose to hurry up and get rid of 
his enemy. : 

That was as early as June 22, 1912, 
and Becker was enraged when the mur- 
der was delayed. Becker got the idea 
that the gunmen were not satisfied 
that they would be protected by’ him, 
and suggested that “ Bridgie ” ebber 
should interest himself in the case. 
“ Bridgie’’ knew the gunmen, too, and 
the gunmen knew that “ Bridgie” had a 
big bank roll. 


The “Harlem Conference.” 


Thus the ‘‘ Harlem Conference” was 
held late in June in a lot at 124th Street 
Rose took Harry 
Vallon in an automobile to the meet- 
ing place, leaving instructions with Sam 
Schepps ‘to follow in a taxicab with 
“ Bridgie’’ Webber. Becker conferred 
with Rose, Vallon, and Webber in the 
lot, leaving Schepps a few blocks away 
with the chauffeur. It was at this con- 
ference that the plot was broached to 
Webber by Becker. Webber = said, 
‘“‘ Leave to to me; the job will be done 
and done quick.” 

Webber, Valion, Rose, ‘‘ Lefty Louie,” 
** Gyp the Blood,’’ and “‘ Dago Frank ”’ 
met in the Lafayette Baths at 4 A. M. 
on July 18, 1912. Vallon reported that 
Rosenthal was at the Garden Restau- 
rant, and Rose and Webber led them 
there. Rose, learning that a Burns de- 
tective was guarding Rosenthal at the 
District Attorney’s orders, stopped the 
execution plot at the last minute. 

Becker was disgusted. He had learned 
that Grand Ju su mas had been 
issued for Rose, ‘‘ Dollar John ’’ Langer, 
Abe Halo, and other gamblers, and he 
knew what that meant. Rose, Webber, 
and Valion on July 14 went to the Sam 
Paul Association outing up the Sound: 
They added a murder plans and 
learned from gamblers on the out- 
ing that the general sentiment was all 
in favor of Rosenthal’s immediate death. 

ey reported this to Becker, and 
“‘ Bridgie *”* Webber made the final ar- 
rangements.

Becker’s Lawyer Catches Driver of

Prior to the production of Jack Rose, 
District Attorney Whitman placed two 
witnesses on the stand.

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~ ON TOLLS REPEAL 


Hoke Smith Says Defense and 
Trade Value of Canal Re- 
quite Us for Building ‘It. 


BORAH' ON WELLAND ROW 


Canada Denied Us Tolls. Remission 
Till We Penalized Her Ves- 
sels, He Asserts, 


Special to The New York Times. 

‘ WASHINGTON, May 12.—A long set 
speech this. afternoon by Senator Hoke 
Smith of Georgia in favor of the tolls 
repeal ‘bill, a short statement in rebut- 
tal by Senator Borah of Idaho, and a 
running fire of comment from.Senators 
on various ‘points of the controversy 
marked to-day’s debate on the Sims re- 
Peal measure. Mr. Smith’s address was 
announced as an answer to the vigorous 
criticism of the repeal bill recently de- 
livered by Mr. O’Gorman of New York, 
and a full Senate listened attentively to 
him. 

» Mr. Smith’s speech was largely a cita- 
tion of texts and authorities in support 
of his gerieral contention that the ex- 
emption of American coastwise ag eps 
from tolls through the Panama Canal 
violated the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, and 
that the exemption constituted a sub- 
sidy, which has always been opposed by 
Democratic. statesmen. Discussing the 
canal from an economic point. of view, 
Mr. Smith argued that the difference 
free tolls would make in the cost of 
transportation to the shipper would be 
inconsiderable. 

Mr. Smith set forth the benefits to be 
derived by the United States from the 
canal, even with the exemption repealed. 
The-point has been repeatedly put for- 
ward that under the British interpreta- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty no 
advantages would accrue to the United 
States to compensate it for the enor- 
mous outlay the canal has already cost 
and will continue to cost for many years 
to come. 

“When the question is asked, why 
did we build the canal, if we were not 
to give special advantage to our coast- 
wise vessels,’’ said Mr. Smith, “‘ the re- 
ply is easy. The canal is a great 
measure of defense to the United States 
and to the interests of our people. It 
will make it practicable to consolidate 
the navy of the United States on the 
Pacific or the Atlantic Ocean. It will 
reduce the cost of transportation. It 
will facilitate trade, not alone between 
the coasts of the United States, but 
between the coasts of the United States 
and all parts of America. It will con- 
tribute to the growth of all America 
outside of the United States by the 
facilities it affords for ready communi- 
cation from coast to coast. It can be 
made self-supporting, and. finally a 
source of profit, and yet. bring all these 
benefits to the United States.”’ 


Fling at O’Gorman’s Anglophobia. 


Mr. Smith taunted Mr. O’Gorman 
lightly for his alleged Irish antipathy 
to everything English. He quoted 
President Taft and his Secretary of 
State, Mr. Knox, as describing the ex- 
emption flatly as a ship subsidy. Mr. 
Smith was at some pains to make clear, 
either to his hearers or his supporters 
at home, that treaty obligations were 
necessary to international relations, and 
that the collapse of those relations 
would react directly to the destruction 
of international and industrial interests 
in the United States. 

“Those who seek to restrict the mean- 
ing of the Hay-Pauncefote Treaty by 
picking here a word and there a word 
in disregard of the entire tenor of the, 
treaty,’’ he continued, “ puerely disclose 
the unshakeable fact that the treaty 
intended to provide for. the use of the 
canal by the ceitizens of. the United 
States and the subjects of Great Britain 
and of other nations observing the 
rules preseribed. The Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty is made a part of the title to 
the Canal Zone _ in the treaty of con- 
veyance from Panama, and of 
terminating it from a legal standpoint 
is absurd. Termination of the treaty, 
would compel us to give up the canal 
unless we abandoned our attitude as a 
law-abiding nation and resorted alone to 
battleships and -brute force to keep the 
property.” 

The contention of Mr. O’Gorman that 
the word ‘“‘ commerce” in the language 
of diplomacy meant ‘‘ international com- 
merce’’ and excluded coastwise traffic 
did -not detain Mr. Smith. He cited a 
long list of authorities, most of whom 
gave some international significance to 
the word, but indicated clearly that 
they said ‘“international’’ simply to 
stress the wider range of commerce as 
compared with trade. 

Mr. O’Gorman had quoted Wharton’s 
Law Dictionary, a recognized British 
publication, in support of his view, but 
Mr. Smith argued with some show of 
reason that even Wharton meant only

Senator John Sharp Williams viewed 
Senator Borah’s attack on Canada’s at- 
tempted bad faith in the Welland Canal 
incident as a sort of. defense for the 
same action on the part of the United 
States in the Panama Canal incident, 
Senator Williams agreed with Senator 
Sutherland that the United States could 
not pay the tolls of its own commercial 
vessels, 

‘**So we surrendered just so much of 
our sovereignty?” suggested Senator 
Borah. 

“There never was a treaty entered 
into where a nation did not surrender 
a natural right,’’ replied Senator Will- 
jams. ‘‘ You ‘speak of the canal as if 
you had a fee simple title to it, while 
as a matter of fact the very deed by 
which we got the canal—here the deed 
was a treaty—was 1 of conditions. 
We surrendered part of our sovereignty, 
yes, but not in the sense that you seek 
to make the American people believe we 
Surrendered our sovereignty. We have 
surrendered none of our independence.” 

“Yet we surrendered part of our 
Sovereignty over about the most im- 
portant part of our territory we pos- 
sess,’”’ insisted Senator Borah.

sity, in reply to the letter’ President 
Butler wrote to Tams New Yore Trmus, 
printed last Saturday, concerning the 
subjects which, in President . Butler's 
opinion, the Republicans should go on 
record as favoring at the forthcoming 
Constitutional Convention. 

Secretary Gilbertson’s letter has to do 
with the reforms incident to the short 
ballot which President Butler said he 
favored. He believes it would be unwise 
to make the Governor submit his ap- 
pointments to the Senate for confirma- 
tion. He is also in favor of the Gov- 
ernor appointing the State Controller 
rather than have that office kept an 
elective one. In the matter of county 
government, Mr. Gilbertson believes that 
the Executive should be an appointive 
officer chosen by the governing body 
with sole reference. to his qualifications 
for performing the duties of his office. 

This is Mr. Gilbertsonh’s letter: 


May 11, 1914. 

Nicholas Murray Butler, President 
Columbia University, 116th Street, City. 

Dear Sir: We were very much pleased at 
your declaration in favor of the short ballot 
in the letter printed in last Saturday's 
TIMES. Apparently, however, there are one 
or two points upon which you have not 
come to a Gefinite conclusion, Would you, 
therefore, bear with us if we. present our 
point of view on these matters. 

To begin with, we should deem it a great 
mistake if the new Constitution were to 
oblige the Governor to submit his appoint- 
ments to Senate confirmation. ‘This prin- 
ciple has been in operation very generally 
throughout the States, as weil as in the 
Federal Government and in many of our 
cities. Its wide application, however, in- 
stead of commending it as a sound princi- 
ple of control, has clearly failed to accom- 
plish the object for which it was devised. 
The effect of confirmation by a deliberative 
bedy has always been to promote trades of 
legislation action against appointments. 

Even so recently as in the Administra- 
tion of Gov. Sulzer we have had a dra- 
matic illustration of the “workings of the 
confirmation idea. You will remember that 
the. Senate successively turned down three 
excellent men who had been nominated for 
the. post of Labor Commissioner: Owing to 
the lack of harmony between the Governor 
and the Senate, this office was for a long 
time vacant, and during this interim there 
occurred the disastrous Binghamton factory 
fire. Gov, Sulzer laid the blame on the 
Senate because of their failure to confirm 
his appointments. ‘ 

Whether or not Mr. Sulzer’s stand was 
well taken is beside the point. * The plain 
fact is that he was given an opportunity tu 
shift responsibility. 

On the other hand,- we have in favor of 
the system of independent appointment the 
example of New York City; for it must bo 
admitted that, on the whole, the Commis- 
sioners of the various departments in this 
city have been of a fairly high type of 
men—such a type as the Mayor would not 
have selected had he been compelled tg sub- 
mit his judgment to revision by the board 
of Aldermen. In New York City the re- 
esponsibility for good or bad administration 
is squarely up to the Mayor. 

Your attitude toward the Controller’s of- 
fice appears to be uncertain, Do you real- 
ize that this office is more important, both 
as to the breadth and far-reaching influ- 
ence of its functions and as to the amount 
of patronage under its control, than all of 
the other elective State offices put to- 
gether? For this reagon alone; the Con-: 
troller should be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. Otherwise our short.-ballot reform 
would. only be half-way realized... The 
great argument for.an elective Controller 
is the alleged need for an inde dent 
check upon the Administration. he {m- 
portance of such a check is doubtless above 
question, but it is impossible to see why 
an appointive Controller or auditor could 
not check all the departments, with the 
exception of the Governor, quite as readily 
as if he were an elective officer.’ But the 
fact is that the Controller is very much 
more than an auditing or checking officer; - 
he is the chief fiscal agent of the State, 
and since the big policies of the State are 
financial ones, it would seem the wise 
thing to vest their administration in the 
most conspicuous officer of the State, i. e., 
the Governor. : 

A serious objection to the election of the 
Controller is that people do not realize the 
administrative importance of the office and 
probably could not be persuaded to take a 
proper interest in it. Under such condi- 
tions it would be hazardous to give the 
Controller large discretionary power. 

In the matter of county government, you 
are parently not certain whether the 
Chief Executive should be appointed by the 
Board of Supervisors or elected by the peo-

Answers Charge: That Bondholders | ‘dois

LAWRENCE, Kan., May i2.—The at- 
titude of The Associated: Press. on the 
question of so-called news monopoly 
was illuminatingly set forth: in’ a’ paper 
by Frank B. Noyes read to-day at the 
National Newspaper Conference now 
being held here under the auspices of 
the University of Kansas. Mr. Noyes, 
who is editor of The Washington Star 
and President of The Associated Press, 
submitted- his paper: in thie ‘form of a 
letter, as follows: °°: 

Washington, May %, 1914. 

Mr. Merle ‘Thorpe, Univergity:of Kan- 

sas, Lawrence, Kan:: 

Dear Mr. Thorpe—You ask me, inas- 
much as I cannot be with you.in Per- 
son, to write You ‘my views’ .on’ the 
question you are to discuss to-day, 
and this I am glad to do, though I am 
not at all sure that I correctly-under- 
, stand the meaning of the question. As 
you give it to me, it is divided into 
two parts: 

* First.—To what ‘extent is a ‘member 

of a press ‘association entitled to a

. sented. I can.only deal with this as- 
an individual who took part in the 
‘formation of The Associated Press, 

(the present organization.) 

' Our desire was to form a co-opera- 
tive association of representatives of 
newspapers that should be the agency. 
by which we could exchange news 
with each other and jointly collect 

We con- 
ceive that we have an entire right, 
morally and legally, to do this, just as 
much right as a paper in Philadei- 
phia, a paper, in Chicago, and a-paper 
in Washington have a right to employ 
Richard Harding Davis to go to ‘Vera 
Cruz and send dispatches for their 
joint use. 

It is for us to decide, in our view, 
whether we will enlarge our group by 
“the admission of new members—as a 
matter of fact, our present member- 
ship is very much larger than when 
we organized in 1900, though it now 
has only about one-third the daily 
newspapers of the country represent- 
ed in its membership. 

We have provided a method by which 
new members may be elected. ay gee 
view—and I have consistently acted on 
that view—is that a member should be 
elected when it is to the benefit of the 
association generally. This does not 
at all mean that I would admit every 
applicant. We want our members 
individually to be strong and solvent. 
It does .not strengthen or. benefit the 
organization to elect another member 


in a field that will. not support anoth~: 


er paper. I have also repéatedly re~ 
fused to vote for an applicant for 
amembersiiip. When I thought that his 
“admission w6uld. tend’ to break’ dd

Replies to Will Irwin. 


I see by your programme that Will 
Irwin is to speak on this subject. I 
greatly regret that I will not have the 
pleasure of hearing him—if only for 
the purpose of correcting some of his 
misapprehensions as shown in a re- 


cent article ‘that appeared in Har- 
per’s Weekly. I am sure, however, 
that Mr. Trwin will forgive me if I 
. take this opportunity of pointing out 
to him where he is in error—at least 
from my point of view. 

First—The success that was made of 
The Associated Press of Illinois under ' 
the leadership of Victor F. Lawson 
and Melville FE.’ Stone was not all due 
to any marked superiority in news 
gathering. It was due to a.determinas 
tion that, so far as the members of 
that association were concerned, ‘their 
news service should not be controlled 
by a private ownership—that it should, 
in fact, be gathered for and by the 
newspapers and controlled by them 
and non-profitmaking, and this is 
true of the present organization and 
is its basic principle. 

Second—Mr. Irwin states that most 
of the members of The Associated 
Press’ hold what is known as “ rights 
of protest.” He is mistaken—oniy- a 
small fraction of. the members hold 
such rights. 

Third—Mr. Irwin falls into a not 
surprising error, though it _ — 
surprising that, writing. a s 
posed expert, he shoul bage Phe Fo ra ‘ 
dictment on that error: dy’ - 
that the bond vote has controlled the 
election of the Board of Directors— 
as he picturesquely puts ‘it, ‘the old. 
crowd holds absolute and perpetual 
control. ‘Nothing has ‘¢ven so much as 
shaken that control.”’ 

Very picturesque and very untrue: I 
suppose that I am in a :to 
know as much about the affairs of 
The Associated Press as Mr. ; 
My belief ig: that the: result ,of.:no 
election would have ‘been different 
if the bond vote h been entirely 
eliminated.

REDMOND CAUSES A STIR 


Makes Spéech In Parliament Which: 


Is Interpreted in Some’ Quarters 
' as a Warning to Ulster. 


LONDON, May 12.—Premier Asquith 
in the House of Commons to-day pledged 
the Government to introduce an amend- 
ing bill to the: Home Rule for Ireland 
measure in the hope of its passage by 
agreement between the parties. . 

If this offer were accepted, the Pre- 
mier said, both the original Home Rule 
bill and the amending bill would become 
law practically simultaneously. _ This, 
he contended, was the only proper way 
to carry out any agreement settlement 
which might be reached. 

The Prime Minister added. that obvi- 
ously, in order to take advantage. of the 
provisions of the Parliament Act, no 
change could be made in the Home Rule 
for Ireland bill while it was in the 
committee stage, and therefore any de- 
bate during that stage would be pure 
waste of time. The Parliament Act 
provides that if any public bill be passed 
by the House of Commons in three suc- 
cessive decisions and be rejected or up- 
acceptably amended by the House of 
Lords in each of those sessions it may 
become a law by receiving the royal as- 
sent, provided that two years have 
elapsed between the second reading in 
the first of the three sessions and the 
final reading in the third session. 

In announcing that the third reading 
of the Home Rule bill on its third pas- 
sage through the House of Commons 
would be taken before Whitsuntide, the 
Premier said: 

“Tf, as I hope—and more than hope, 
I trust—we may bring diverse ideas to- 
gether with a common object and with 
concerted discussion—not perhaps on 
the floor of the House, although ulti- 
mately on the floor of the House—we 
can arrive at a settlement. I am sure, 
as a matter of procedure, that that, set- 
tlement must fae the form of a ‘sup- 
plementary bill 

*I have said I will never close the 
door on the possibility of any settlement. 
I am going a step further now than I 
have ever done before when I say on 
behalf of the Government that, while 
I shall ask the House of Commons to 
give the Irish Home Rule bill its third 
reading before Whitsun, the . Govern- 


ment will make itself responsible for in--

The Nationalist leader added that he 
must be allowed to say that this was a 
very serious decision to announce, and, 
for his part, he could not commit him- 
self to approval of this course—certainly 
not approval at this moment, when 
pourparilers were. supposed to be going 
on, and there was hope of reaching an 
amate eaceful settlement. 

r mond said he hoped that if an 
ginaeilitee bill were introduced it would 
be to give effect to the agreement 
reached. If an amending bill were in- 
troduced after failure to reach an. agree- 
ment, then he must hold. himself abso- 
lutely free to deal with it when it arose: 

Proceeding, Mr. Redmond complained 
that the Opposition’s idea of a compro- 
mise was to receive everything they 
asked for and give nothing in return. 
He had as high an interest as Sir Ed- 
ward Carson in a peaceful settlement, 
and, for one, he was prepared to run 
great risks and make great sacrifices, 
but the position in which the Opposition 
80 t to place the Nationalists was 
neither fair nor honorable.

LONDON, Wednesday, May 13.—A 
telegram to The Times from Paris 
says it is stated on good authority 
that the great French loan which the 
recent Government hesitated to au- 
thorize is now in course of prepara- 
tion, and that it will consist of $400,- 
000,000 in bonds guaranteed by the 
State.

LONDON, May 12.—A good deal of 
relief was caused on the Stock Ex-

The group which has taken over the 
securities is understood to include the 
Bank of England, the Bank of Mort- 
real, and Messrs. Robert Fleming. The 


arrangement of the account has been 
in progress for several weeks. It is 
the third of the big positions which 
were known to be in course of adjust- 
ment. Now that they are cleared out 
of the way there are no further 
troubles to be dealt with, so far as is 
known.

County Grand Jury last month on com- 
Plaint of Mrs. Clara Hllert, 17 years old, 
who charged that she was lured into 
Joe Cassidy’s Democratic Club house in 
Long Island City on Dec. 18 of last year. 
Heffron was arrested soon after and it 
is expected that Scanton will be found 
this morning. 

Justice Garretson’s order followed a 
motion made by District. Attorney 
Matthew J. Smith in which he asked 
the court to dismiss the indictments on 
the ground that the evidence submitted 
to the Grand Jury was insufficient. 

In his decision denying the motion 
Justice Garretson cited the fact that the 
District Attorney made the motions be- 
fore the apprehension and arraignment 
of the accused men. While the court 
held that the District Attorney was en- 
tirely within his rights in making a 
motion of that kind, he added: 

“‘ After careful reading of the minutes 
of the Grand Jury I am of the opinion 
that the exercise of sound judicial dis- 
cretion requires a denial of these mo- 


‘tions. 


“ A further reason for the prosecution 
of the indictments to trial is that there 
seem to be circumstances connected 
with the matters upon which the in- 


publicly disclosed to the end that the 
administration of the criminal law in 
this county may not be subjected, for 
lack of knowledge, to unjust imputation 
or criticism.” 

Heffron and Scanton are well known 
around the courts and in Joe Cassidy's 
clubhouse just across the way from the 
Court House. Ever since Mrs. Bilert’s 
story became ‘public last Winter it has 
been openly charged that some mys- 
terious- influence was preventing Mrs. 
Ellert from getting before the Grand

rest.

passed. 

If the Governor fails to send in a 
special message on. the elections, the 
primaries. will) not have bi-partisan 
watchers. The. signature law for the 
identification of voters will not be ap- 
plied. Samples of the long ballots will 
not go out to the voters in advance, 
-giving them a chance to make an in- 
telligent choice of candidates. The 
primary day will not be the first day 
of registration, when the fullest vote 
for candidates may be expected. The 
“ joker” in the election law, by de- 
fining residence as any “place of 
stay,” will remain to legalize coloniz- 
ing of voters. In short, the bosses will 
be in undisturbed control. 

It is not the Governor’s part to say 
that an emergency message from him 
will be futile because the leaders of 
the Legislature have assured him in 
advance that they will not heed it. 
The leaders may change their tune 
when they get the message. He should 
make the responsibility theirs, not his, 
by placing them squarely on record 
for or against these fair reforms. 








A POINT IN THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

The Board of Estimate has asked 
the Civil Service Commission to in- 
clude in the exempt class the Secre- 
taries of the Committees on City 
Plan, on Social Welfare, on Port and 
Terminal Facilities, on Education, on 
Markets, and on Revision of City 
Charter. 

At the hearing before the Commis- 
sion Mr. MCANENYy, President of the 
Board of Aldermen, speaking for the 
Board of Estimate, made an earnest 
plea for the exemption. He was very 
frank with the Commission and stated 
the names of the persons whom it 
was the intention of the Board .of 


“Estimate to select, so far as they 


have been determined, with their 
records of accomplishment and their 
qualifications. His claim as to the 
method of appointment was that the 
work of these secretaries was quite 
out of the usual line of duties for 
officers so named. They are to be 
practically the executive officers of 
the committees, will have the organ- 
ization of the labor of the respective 
committees, will prepare the reports 
and represent the committees before 
the public in the city and in confer- 
ence with representatives of other 
cities. The committees, as their titles 
indicate, are of extreme importance. 
They are selected to take specific 
charge of the various branches of the 
work, of the Board of Estimate. On 
their successful organization and on 
the kind of expert aid they can com- 
mand will largely depend not merely 
the efficiency of the Board of Esti- 
mate in what they can do while in 
office, but ‘in laying the foundations 
of a system of municipal administra- 
tion for many years. 

SamueL H. Orpway made a vigor- 
ous argument against the exemption, 
speaking as the Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Civil Service 
Reform Association. W.s main con- 
tention was that competition is im- 
peratively required by the Constitu- 
tion where “ practicable,” and that in 
this instance competition is practi- 
cable. In a sense it is. But if we 
take the word practicable to be equiv- 





alent to the word practical, and if we 
interpret the requirement of the Con- 
stitution to be that competition should 
bé resorted to when it will in practice 
yield the best results, we think that 
the argument of Mr. McANEnNy is a 
strong one, and that the Commission, 
in the exercise’ of proper discretion, 
may accept it. The plea that, on this 
ground, competition may be ruled im- 
practicable down all the ranks of the 
service, until the merit system in ef- 
fect is abolished, is untenable. The 
dividing line seems to us quite clear. 
It is the line of responsibility. Where 
assistants are to be chosen who are 
to be intrusted with substantial dis- 
cretion, who are actually, to be held 
accountable’ for a -material share in 
tbe work of the appointing officer or 
committee, as in this case, we do not 
think there is any appreciable risk in 
the exemption.

BEDSIDE DOCTORING. 

Because Dr. THmODORE C. JANEWAY 
has accepted a full-time professorship 
of bedside medicine at Johns Hopkins, 
Dr. THoMas L. SrepMan, editor of 
The Medical Record, calls attention to 
the “ doubtful experiment” to which 
the General Education Board has de- 
voted $1,400,000 in withdrawing 
eminent doctors from practice that 
pays them cash to the ignoble pursuits 
of scientific research;. hospital prac- 
tice, and the training of young physi- 
cians in the best methods. In this 
The Medical Record deplores the 
absence of “stimulus to close and 
accurate work” which is “ afforded 
by the prospective fee.’ 

Is there stimulus to close and 
accurate work in dividing the treat- 
ment of a hospital case between four 
or five doctors, each too busy reap- 
ing fees in private practice to give his 
whole time to the case? Did HeErrz, 
who discovered electric waves in 
ether and made possible wireless 
telegraphy, receive his stimulus from 
fees? Was ROENTGEN, who developed 
the X-rays, a fee taker? And in 
medicine were not Lister and 
Pasteur doing humanity a service 
when they reduced the mortality in 
hospitals from operations to but 5 per 
cent., where deaths had been above 60 
per cent., though these men were what 
The Medical Record calls “pure spe- 


row”? Then there were Emm, Fiscr- 
ER, VIECHOW, BUNSEN, FARADAY, KEp- 
LER, NEWTON, JOULE, and KELVIN, a 
few among many who have led their 
professions without thought of mate- 
Trial reward, which might. have been 
theirs with little effort. Louis Agas- 
sIz replied to a commercial offer that 
he “hadn’t time” to make money. 
That, we suppose, was narrow minded, 

When Dr. HEINRICH NEUMANN of the 
Kaiser Franz Josef Hospital and of 
the Gremial Hospital of Austria in- 
spected the hospitals of this city two 
years ago, his chief criticism was that 
the doctors did not handle their cases 
throughout their entire history. How 
else can the most exact knowledge be 
attained of treating patients unless 
bedside specialists are developed? In 
Europe scientific clinicians have 
learned to beware of routine private 
practice, to regard it as the grave- 
yard in which brains are buried alive 
for the sake of gilded tombstones. 
Practicing doctors are everywhere 
needed. But a doctor who trains 
practicing physicians should devote his 
whole -time to keeping up with the 
rapid progress of medical science and 
contributing to it. He should be en- 
abled to study a disease from its first 
appearance in the living body and 
during its entire course. He should 
have time to interpret its changing 
phenomena according to known phys- 
iologic laws, identifying them with 
similar phenomena . experimentally 
produced in animals. He should cor- 
relate the disease in life with the pro- 
found changes after death. And he 
should study the influence of remedy 
and treatment in particular cases at 
the beginning of their physiologic ac- 
tions. and throughout the successive 
stages of the disease. 

The practicing physician gets only 
brief glimpses of these processes in 
different patients. The physician who 
advances the science of bedside doctor- 
ing devotes his whole time to seeing 
them in their orderly progression. 
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ONE DAY’S TRUST NEWS. 

Neither Congress nor the Executive 
can be at a loss to know what the tem- 
per of the business world is regarding 
the regulations proposed for it by the 
Federal lawmakers. The politicians’ 
plan is to jam the new laws through 
under a caucus rule. Yet bankers, rail- 
way men, and commercial organiza- 
tions unite in declaring that the jaws 
are unacceptable. The spokesman for 
the railways was the Chairman of the 
Union Pacific Railway, representing a 
committee upon behalf of the Pennsyl- 
vania, the Chesapeake & Ohio, the New 
York Central, the Southern, and the 
Erie Companies. They told the Senate 
Committee that the Trade Commission 
bill would break up the great systems 
under which commerce now moves. 
In the words of Mr. LoverTt, this en- 
actment would disrupt every great 
railroad system in this country and 
cause the greatest shock to railroad se- 
curities that has been felt for years. 

The obduracy of the Senate to such 
arguments is shown by the response 
of Senator Cummins that the Senate 
would consent not to burn down the 
railway barn if somebody would show 
how the rats could be killed otherwise. 
The idea that it would be better to en- 
dure the rats than to burn the barn— 
if that were the only alternative—was 
not expressed by any Senator. The 
railway spokesmen complained that in 
this case, as in others, they are ha- 
rassed by conflicting laws. The law 
requires the railways to compete, and 
yet the pending bill forbids them to 
compete if their Directorates interlock. 
It would seem at least, if the bill is in- 
evitable, that the interlocking might 
be made personal and punished and 
the railways be allowed to run their 
trains. 

Through the counsel of the Federal 
Legislative Committee the American 
Bankers’ Association expressed its op- 
position to the House omnibus trust 
bill. Mr. Paton specified as especially 
objectionable the clause forbidding the 
interlocking of banking Directerates, 
and suggested that all bankers should 
Bend their personal protests to their

~|be forbidden when’ found contrary to 


‘public interest, and not forbidden uni- 
versally as evil in itself. It is odd 
that although pdth the House and the 
Senate propose to forbid. and punish 
what both the railways and the banks 
declare to be generally beneficial, 
neither house forbids it universally. 
There is nothing in the nature of-the 
banking and railway businesses which 
makes interlocking peculiarly heinous. 
If the act ought to be forbidden by 
law it ought to be forbfdden in one 
law for all cases, and not be divided 
between two statutes, which differ 
from each other. 

These are not the only expressions 
hostile to the proposals of Congress. 
On the same day are published the 
formal resolutions of the Rochester 
Chamber of Commerce condemning 
both the Senate and the House bills. 
The memorial of the Philadelphia 
Board of Trade confines its condemna- 
tion to the omnibus bill, which it de- 
clares places every business man in 
jeopardy as a lawbreaker. The reason 
is plain. The lawmakers are seeking 
to create common law by statute, re- 
versing the accustomed practice of 
embodying the common law of trade 
in statutes. Laws cannot create cus- 
toms except by revolution. Laws 
which embody customs offend nobody 
entitled to be consulted. Revolution 
by statute is a war of aggression, not 
a war of service. Congress: is not be- 
ing left with any excuse of ignorance 
of public opinion about its proposals. 
It is‘no wonder that the Democratic 
majority is losing its unity upon the 
subjects of these two bills and that 
the caucus may recommend adjourn- 
ment after the passage of the appro- 
priations.

When there arrived 

More Company from Brazil the truly 

Provided dreadful tale, that 
P Col. Roosrvett had 
for Ananias. astonished the mem- 
bers of the Brazilian Historical and Geo- 
graphical Institute by sending in a big 
bill for the speech in which he accepted 
their courteous offer of honorary admis- 
sion to their number THs TrMEs prompt- 
ly rejected the yarn as a slander, equally 
stupid and malignant. Without waiting 
for evidence, we declared it credible only 
to those from whose minds political 
prejudices had. crowded out both com- 
mon sense and common decency. 

Yet the story was repeated again and 
again, now by travelers who said they 
had it on the ‘‘ unquestionable authori- 
ty’ of high officials in Rio de Janeiro, 
now by others who asseverated that they 
had seen with their own eyes «he bill 
bearing the Coloneél’s signature in ac- 
knowledgment of payment made. So 
circumstantial ‘were these narratives 
that some, even of the Colonel’s friends, 
were disquieted to the extent of fearing 
that they might have some basis of mis- 
understood fact, while his more reckless 
enemies risked open expression of belief 
that the miserable charge was true. 

It turns out that the disquietude was 
unnecessary, the reward of recklessness 
only the fly-gobbler’s usual humiliation. 
For Prof. M4x Fuevuiss, the First Per- 
manent Secretary of the Institute— 
whose position makes him indeed an 
“unquestionable authority ’’ on this 
subject—has written to JOHN BaAgRgETT, 
Director General of the Pan-American 
Union, a letter in which, in most explicit 
and unqualified terms, he states that 
‘“* Mr. THeoporr RoosevevT never did so- 
licit from the Brazilian Historical and 
Geograrhical Institute, nor was he ever 
paid by the Institute, any sum of money 
whatever for the only address he deliv- 
ered at the Institute, on Oct. 13, 1913. 
when he took possession of his chair as 
Honorary Member of’ the Institute.” 

It is evidently time for the inventors 
and the distributers of this particular lie 
to hunt their holes and in the same hope- 
fully to meditate on the improbability 
that the Colonel will hold them up to 
public obloquy as he did the hardly more 
malignant falsifiers who charged him, 
a next-to-total abstainer, with habitual 
drunkenness. That the Brazilians did 
not sooner bring to American attention 
the denials which, it seems, they long 
since published in Rio, is perhaps to be 
regretted, but one can understand easily 
enough the reluctance which a polite 
people felt for giving to an outrageous 
accusation against an honored guest 
even aS much of dignity as its formal 
refutation involves. 


Few assumptions 
are more often or 
Belief more confidently 
made than the one 

Is. Attacked. that the orderliness 
of a country depends much less upon 
the form of its government—the par- 
ticular kind of machinery with which 
it manages its public affairs—than upon 
the character of its people and the de- 
gree and quality of their civilization. 
Most of us who write for publication 
on serious subjects have made some such 
statement, more than once, as a Self- 
evident truth, usually in connection with 
the equally self-evident truth that people 
cannot be made good by legislation. 
Both of these assumptions, and especial- 
ly the first, are attacked by HENRY 
Jones Forp, Professor of Politics at 
Princeton, in a thought-provoking article 
on *‘ Disorderly States,’’ contributed to 
the May Atlantic. 

History simply swarms, he says, with 
proof that the form of government has 
an enormous influence on the conduct 
of the governed. He cites, as a classic 
and most impressive instance of such 
influence, the Scotch, of whom Laecky 
with perfect accuracy remarked that, 
before the . revolution of 1699, “of 
all the nations of Europe, there was 
probably not a single one so violent, so 
turbulent, so difficult to govern.’’ Yet 
in a few generations they were changed 
in every characteristic and became what 
they have since remained. 

‘And Prof. Forp has no patience with 
what he calls ‘‘ the cant about Anglo- 
Saxon political ideals.’’ Neither the 
Angies nor the Saxons, he says, ever 
*produced an orderly State. That-had to 
be done for ther by thé Norman con- 
‘quest and the introduction of a more 
efficient governmental system. 

Much of the present disorderliness in 
States Prof. Forp ascribes to. the fact 
that, the old antagonism to the exporta- 
tion of money having passed, the rulers 
of weak or backward countries are. no 
longer. dependent for resources on the 
limited powers of their own subjects to 
pay taxes, but can.contract huge for- 
eign loans. This results in Govern- 
ments with difficulty distinguishable 
from receiverships. These ate béneficial, 
as in Egypt, or injurious, as in Persia, 
according to the wisdom and honesty 
of the receivers, and in such cases not 
the nominal, but. the real,-form of gov~ 
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tions would cure their-ills, The remedy 
for complex situations seems simple— 
perhaps too simple.

Incompetency. fectiveness” in chil- 
dren, received deserved condemnation 
from another in a letter printed’ on this 
page yesterday. To the highly plausible 
guess that the advocates. of corporal 
punishment probably show its effects by 
their commendation of a device which 
the experience of all the ages condemns 
as worse than useless, ‘‘ R. F. F.’’ might 
well have added that.the ‘‘ defects” 
with which they are so impatient are in 
no small. degree the consequence of the 
cruel repression of every natural im- 
pulse which the old methods of disci- 
Pline involved. 

Psychologists nowadays know only too 
well what dangers lie in the suppression, 
as distinguished from what they call 
the “‘ sublimation,’’ of energies and emo- 
tions. 

In the mind of “‘R. F. F.,”’ as in nota 
few others that reject the ancient bru- 
talities, there lingers the belief that 
“‘spanking’’ is sometimes effectual, 
and therefore proper, as a device for 
establishing a new basis of thought and 
action, and as preparing for resort to 
reason in dealing with a child. But the 
necessity for even this concession is 
dubious. 

Why parents and teachers should re- 
tain the right to inflict bodily pain, after 
it has been abandoned completely by the 
Church, and almost completely, at least 
in profession, by the State, is a mystery 
that excites the wonder of a constantly 
increasing number of observers. When- 
ever exercised it is a confession, if not 
of utter incompetency, at least of fall- 
ing below the standards of a not unat- 
tainable idealism. 


A COURT OF PEACE. 


Let Nations Co-operate to Make an 
End of. War. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At the mournful exercises yesterday I 
found myself as a member of the May- 
or’s Citizens’ Committee seated in front 
of the parents and sisters of one of the 
men killed at Vera Cruz, and at my side 
were Catholic and Methodist ministers. 

The mother’s tearful eyes, the father’s 
sadness, and the sister’s sorrow, the 
comments of the ministers on the stern 
realities were not negligible factors in 
the impressive ceremonies. 

I, therefore, ask a discussion of the 
questions, ‘‘ Must such things be?’’ “‘ Is 
there no way of preventing the crime, 
cost, and curse of war?’’ 

It seems to me that a democratic In- 
ternational Court of Arbitration would 
almost entirely obviate war, and in this 
way: 

Let all the civilized nations send three, 
or a multiple of three, delegates to con- 
stitute such a court with just two pro- 
visions—the one that all the signatory 
nations shall bind themselves never to 
draw the sword until their dispute or 
honor has been passed upon by that 
court; and the second, that all shall 
draw the sword against any nation that 
refuses to abide by the decision of the 
court; or, as a preliminary, impose an 
international boycott. 

No nation will then resist the tremen- 
dous moral force brought against it, and 
still less the physical force that would 
threaten it. If it did resist, then the 
swifter, the sharper, the more thorough 
the punishment the better for the future 
peace of the world. 

The three delegates should represent 
the religious, legal, and the political life 
of the nation, in accordance with the 
spirit of the Bible regulation ef an ulti- 
mate court of appeal.

Index of the Wearers’ 
Social Status. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your recent editorial article on ‘‘ Dress and 
the Suffrage’’ speaks of correspondents of 
The London Times finding ‘‘ in the extrava- 
gances of female attire an argument either 
for or against woman suffrage.’’ 

At least one point, I think, lends the habit 
interest. Split skirt and bagging and bulg- 
ing waist in a way typify ideas emphasized 
in the women’s movement now subtly girdling 
the earth. Waist and skirt fairly symbolize, 
from the stand of those women whose voice 
is in this day loudest, the wearers’ social 
status. 

In the long history of costume, women’s 
dress has often done this—symbolized the 
status of the wearer. When Martin Luther’s 
wife buttoned her dress in the back, and her 
busband thought Frau Catherine’s fasten- 
ing it down the front too immodestly inde- 
pendent for a woman—that is one instance. 
Another is in the Victorian hoopskirt below 
the waist, and above a shawl — Cashmere, 
Paisley, or broché—to conceal the form said 
to be in the image of God. 

That habit—the Victorian—expressed pre- 
eminently the ideal of women who-had the 
loudest voice in that day. The voice talked 
unceasingly of ‘* modesty ’’ and called it an 
immodest thing to show the outline of the 
figure in the street, adding that in stepping 
from a carriage a woman's chief aim should 
be to conceal her ankles. 

Those were the years in which Roden Noel 
wrote how natural simplicity was ‘‘ unutter- 
ably shocking, of course, to those who afe 
unutterably shocked with Nature for making 
us of flesh at all, and who hold that the 
only way to remedy her immodest mistake 
is to hush the fact up altogether.’’ Parallel 
to the hushing-up spell there was another 
opposing it, as this quotation shows — an- 
other which found expression in Darwin’s 
book on the origin and descent of man and, 
pent up and becoming emotional, in Swin- 
burne’s early poems. 
Thousands of evidences might be cited to 
prove that women’s dress, often in subtle and 
unexpected ways, in Peking, in Thibet, in St. 
Petersburg, in Paris and London, in Chicago, 
reflects social will about women.

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Seeds of Tptekolie Pest Much Used } 
by Mexican Women. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In. yesterday’s edition you have an ex- 
planation from Dr. F..Leroy Silvey of 
what was meant by the mysterious use 
of poisoned cigarettes given to one of 
our soldiers at Vera Cruz. But Dr. Sil- 
vey is misinformed as to the poisonous 
ingredient used. It is not mariguana, 
(this is the proper spelling,) for that 
is only a narcotic, harmless save when 
used in excessive doses through years. 
This plant is a species of wild hemp, 
and the dried leaves, mixed with tobac- 
co, seldom alone save by the aficionados 
of long use, are smoked by the Mexi- 
cans to prodiice the species of intoxica- 
tion peculiar to hemp. 

It is used in the Orient, as hasheesh, 
bhang, gunga, &c., and is not poisonous, 
though the fascinations of its dreams 
are such that it may lead in the end to 
inmoderate indulgence, and _ thus, 
through long-continued abuse, end in 
imbecility. and death. 

Some of the Mexicans are so fond of it 
that they form clubs, scattered along 
the border, where they meet, weekly, 
to use the mariguana, These men are 
known as mariguaneros (users of mari- 
guana.) They seldom indulge to excess 
and, whether from temparament, or 
from using diluted doses, rarely end as 
described above. On the other hand 
this Grug seems to arouse their worst 
passions, lust and blood shedding, and 
the county authorities on the Rio 
Grande border are very active in check- 
ing the use of mariguana. 

The herb Dr. Silvey had in mind is 
a very different one, and is both nar- 
cotic and poisonous. It is widely 
spread over the earth, including our 
Republic; in many different species; is 
used as a remedy for asthma; is known 
by many different names; and, curious- 
ly enough, is used in Hindostan by 
jealous women for the same purposes as 
their Mexican sisters, viz., to cause their 
lovers to .lose their minds. In Hindo- 
stan robbers mix it in candy, in just the 
proportions to cause narcosis, and give 
the sweetmeat to the inmates of a house 
and then rob it at their leisure. 

This herb, or plant, is a species of 
Datura Stramonium, Jamestown, or 
Jimson, weed; Neem, it is called, or, 
among the Mexicans, toloachi, toloache, 
generally pronounced tolhuache. It is 
sometimes called tlapa, but I have never 
heard this name used on the border. 
I have seen the plant called toloachi, 
and it is a straggling, low-growing, 
wide-spreading one with dark-green, 
narrow, leaves, white flowers, and very 
odd seed vessels. These last have {wo 
long, projecting, curved. points very 
much like the horns of a long-horned 
Texan steer. 

The seeds are, I believe, pounded and 
mixed in tobacco, "when used in a 
cigarette, and thus, if used several 
times, cause dementia. The form of in- 
sanity so induced is, generally, that of 
melancholic idiocy, with the head droop- 
ing; sometimes violent madness is 
caused, and the persons so inflicted die 
quickly. The dried leaves when smoked 
seem to be narcotic only, though too 
prolonged use, I am told, causes in- 
sanity. The active principle of the 
toloachi, which is brother to the Jim- 
son weed, is more violent in its effect, 
and owing to the heat of the climate, 
and the minerals of the soil, stronger 
than our Datura. 

This poison is, so I have been told, 
very much used by Mexican women, 
whom jealousy or revenge has pro- 
voked; and often by Mexican men to 
get rid of a rival.

ALCOHOL. 


Has Age-Long Use Created a Social 
Craving for It? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a student of evolution, sociology, 
and biology, there has occurred to me, 
touching the liquor question, a point 
which I have not seen noticed or dis- 
cussed by any one else. 

The point is this: Has not alcoholic 
beverage, through centuries of common 
and general use by the human race, be- 
come in some measure a hereditary or- 
ganic and social need for those millions 
of persons whose ancestors have drunk 
more or less heavily during thousands of 
years? I say social need; because it is 
certainly not an original, natural need, 
like milk or water; but then neither are 
clothes, cooked food, fire, and soap. In 
other words, has not the human ma- 
chine, or, more specifically, the human 
nervous system, become so adapted te 
the influence of alcohol that it has now 
acquired not only a considerable im- 
munity to what were at first its evil ef- 
fects, but actually demands and needs 
some portion of it as the socially natural 
food to which it has been long accus- 
tomed? 

Will not an artificial food or stimu- 
lant, potent in its effect. on the nervous 
system of any organism, and used very 
generally during many centuries, finally 
become necessary to the organism? And 
will not the organism in the meanwhile 
so succeed in adapting itself to the ac- 
tion of the artificial food that the orig- 
inal deleterious action is largely elim- 
inated? 

We all know that the Teutonic peoples 
have been very heavy drinkers. during 
many centuries. . We all know, also, 
how wonderfully adaptable are life and 
the human organism. Furthermore, we 
know that those whose constitutions could 


not adapt themselves perished through 
the operation of the law of natural se- 
lection. Hence, those that survived 
must have acquired in some degree an 
immunity , to a was aoe an 
evil.

Will Cost, Engineer Asserts. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


York, I take exception to the statement 
made in your editorial. in to-day’s issue 
of Tus New Yorx Times relating to the 
Real Estate Board, ‘‘ which has of late 
developed a harshly critical spirit in re- 
gard to the plans for the Court House.” 

With a knowledge of the spirit in 
which the report of the Civic Centre 
Committee was formulated, especially as 
much of the data.was collected by me 
personally, as consulting engineer as 
well as member of the committee, I 
know the disposition of. the. committee 
was not meant to be “ harshly critical.’’ 

In preparing the report we had before 
us the identical plans published in Tug 
Times of May 10, 1914. 

A study of the report of our commit- 
tee, as published in THs Times of May 5, 
indicates our description of. the Court 
House site conditions covers the new 
plans now put forward by President Mc- 
Aneny. Our committee generally ap- 
proved the entire scheme. Wg favored 
the proposed shift of the Court House 
from the subway structure on Centre 
Street, as it will save considerable 
money for foundations. We favored the 
acquisition of the additional property. 
We pointed out that by moving the 
building site a considerable saving might 
be effected which, as a real estate prob- 
lem involving future sales of unused 
land, is yet to be demonstrated. We 
pointed out the changes proposed by the 
McAneny committee will prevent inter- 
ference with street railway franchises, 
would keep open to traffic both Worth 
and Centre Streets, and would eliminate 
in a great measure the grave questions 
as to consequential damages to a wide 
area of property arising if the original 
lay-out had been adhered to. 

Our report stated the new location 
would undoubtedly increase the area 
of the streets and add to the facilities. 
It also called attention to the fact that 
the rearrangement of the street im- 
mediately adjacent will require the re- 
grading of a considerable area, whereso- 
ever the Court House may be located, 
and damages suffered by adjacent prop- 
erty owners will have to be paid for 
by the. city. In this connection we 
stated the acquisition of additional prop- 
erty now asked for, and the relocation 
of the Court House will eliminate dam- 
age claims, as all the territory east of 
Lafayette Street, west of Baxter Street, 
south of Franklin Street and north of 
the Municipal Building, which is the 
area requiring regrading, will be the 
property of the city. 

We mentioned the fact that the re- 
location’ and widening of City Hall 
Place would provide a necessary wide 
thoroughfare at the rear of the Munici- 
pal Building in connection with the new 
Brooklyn Bridge approach, and we 
stated ‘“‘there is no question that the 
new plans have distinct advantages 
over the one which proposed the 
straddling of Worth and Centre Streets. 

While our committee was in general 
accord with the new plans they felt 
ordinary business prudence would re- 
quire borings should be made at once 
to discover sub-surface conditions and 
the exact location of bed rock. The 
knowledge of these conditions de- 
termines to a great extent the approxi- 
mate cost of foundations. What if the 
borings determine the foundations may 
cost as much as the Court House it- 
self? Who knows? We believe that 
knowledge should be foresight not 
hindsight. We also felt that the same 
good business principles in regard to 
the cost of the finished Court House 


./should be carried out as those practiced 


by the builders of large, commercial 
structures, such as the Woolworth, 
Adams Express, and Equitable Build- 
ings. The men who foot the bills for 
such structures know in advance to 
within a few dollars the amount they 
will have to expend. Undoubtedly the 
board members feel that as. representa- 
tives of the taxpayers, who will have 
to ‘‘ foot the bill”’ for the Court House, 
they are entitled to know what the 
finished Court House is going to cost 
them. 

There was absolutely no intention on 
the part of the committee of ‘*‘ harshly 
criticising ’’ the present city officials 
or the members of the Court House 
Board, but, as one member of the com- 
mittee expressed it, there can be no de- 
fense to any plan that leaves a barn- 
door of expense wide open for unknown 
future charges. ‘ 

The real estate board wants to know. 
The public wants to know. Both are 
entitled to know. Although it is true 
we asked some questions, it was done 
in a spirit of the utmost friendliness 
to the gentlemen who are working hard 
to give the courts of this city a building 
in keeping with the dignity of the great- 
est city in the world. 

There was no thought or idea of. being 
“harshly critical,”” and I am convinced 
that not only the Civic Centre’ Com- 
mittee, but the Real Etate Board it- 
self, stands ready to assist the officials 
in every way possible to hasten to com-

AT GAMBOL AUCTION 


Break All Records for Advance} 
Sale— Club Gives $7,100 
for Box at Metropolitan. 


HOPPER AS AN AUCTIONEER 


Crowd of Bidders in Hudson Theatre 
——Jas. Elverson, Jr., Pays $450 for 
Box; Victor Herbert esas for Seat. 


All records for an advance sale for a 
single theatrical performance were 
broken yesterday afternoon when at a 
public auction of seats at the Hudson 
Theatre for the Lambs’ All Star Gamibol 
at the Metropolitan Opera House on 


“Friday, May 22; $16,818.20 in. premiums 


Was raised in less than two hours. 

The auction took place before an audi- 
ence which filled every séat in the the- 
atre, attracted by the announcement 
that the auctioneers would be De Wolf 
Hopper, Raymond Hitchcock, Julian 
Eltinge, Wilton Lackaye, Frank Mc- 
Intyre, and others. The sale itself was 
in the nature of an entertainment, for 
the comedians put forth their best 
efforts to make the spectators buy seats.

ILL WHEN THE SHIP STRUCK 


Was Despondent Over Her Condil- 
tion Before the Accident, He 
Says on Arriving Here. 


Ex-Gov. Alva Adams of Colorado, 
who arrived at the Waldorf-Astoria 
yesterday from an eight months’ trip 
to Australia, New Zealand, and the 
East Indies as United States Commis- 
sioner to the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion, told of the accident to the Royal 
Dutch Mail liner Tasman, which was 
reported to have caused the death of 
Mme. Nordica later at Batavia, Java. 

‘“‘Mme. Nordica was very ill when I 
last saw her at Thursday Island before 
I sailed on a Japanese steamer for 
Manila,’’ said ex-Gov. Adams, 
was not much surprised to hear of her 
I met her for the first time 
in Melbourne, where she was the social 
star at a reception given at the Govern- 
ment House by Lord Denman, the Gov- 
ernor General of Australia. 

“We were fellow passengers on the 
TaSman, and l know that Mme. Nordica 
was ill when the steamship ran ashore 
in the Gulf of Papua on the night of 
Dec. 27. In her conversations with my 
wife and myself beforé the accident, the 
singer appeared to be rather despondent 
as to her condition, afid on Jan. 1 she 
sent for me to make her will That 
Was the day after the Tasman got off 
the rocks, and she was then proceed- 
ing slowly under her. own steam to 
Thursday Island.’’ 

“Was there any panic among the 
passengers when the Tasman struck?” 
the ex-Governor was asked. 

“No. There was very little excite- 

ent. The majority of the passengers 

were below in their cabins at the time.

SPANISH STATESMAN DEAD. 


Montero-Rios Drafted Treaty Which 
Ended War with America. 


MADRID, May 12.—Bugenio’ Mentero- 
Rios, one of the best known Spanish 
Statesmen and the man who drafted the 
treaty which brought the Spanish Amer- 
fean.war to a close in 1898, died ‘to- 
day at the age of 82. 

Bugenio Montero-Rios, @ deep student 
of civil and canonical law and a bril- 
liant orator, -éxercised immense in- 
fluence irf the Spanish Parliament of 
which he was a member either in the 
Chamber of Deputies or the Senate for 
forty-five years havitig been first elected 
in 1869. For a great part of this period 
he was also a Governnient official chief- 
ly in the Department of Justice, oe 
he fi nder Secretary an 

ee ee as Minister. “ 
1888 he was President of The Spanish 
Supreme Court. and.in 1004-05 Prime 
Minister. 

His name became familiar to Ameri- 
cans in 1898 when he Was appointed 
President. of the Spanish peace commis- 
sion which met the American commis-

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Become Esitroially Dull 
—More Activity in Bonds— - 
- Europe’s Gold Quest. 


Extreme dullness settled upon the stock 
market yesterday and. except in a few 
inactive issues the price changes for 
the day were very small. The general 
level -of quotations, however, moved up 
enough to make the net gain during 
the. last three days exactly equal to the 

advance which occurred on Monday of 
last week. That advance was followed 
by a°-four days’ reaction... A number of 
matters are in the making capable of 
producing important results, but. at the 
moment inaction prevails throughout the 
financial district. In that sense’ yester- 
day’s record on the Stock* Exchange 
faithfully reflected the status of business 
and financial affairs. 

There was more activity in bonds than 
in stocks, and at times during the day 
the Stock Exchange tape was given over 
almost entirely to recording bond trans- 
actions. No new issues were amf&s-anced ; 
work went forward in preparation for 
several flotations. The Northern Pacific 
appears to have made progress with its 
plan for the creation of a blanket mort- 
gage to provide for its requirements for 
a long time to come. Announcement was 
made that all of the $20,000,000 New 
Haven one-year notes lately offered for 
subscription had been sold, ._The propo- 
sition to the Missouri Pacific notehold- 
ers for a one-year extension at a 1 per 
cent. advance in interest rate, with the 
deposit of additional collateral, took 
definite shape, and it was made known 
that assurances had already been re- 
ceived that large deposits under the pro- 
posed arrangement would be made. 

No further gold engagements were 
made, but the probability of other ship- 
ments. was much discussed in banking 
circles. What we have so far. sent to 
Europe on this movement we have been 
able to spare very easily, but the extent 
to which a gold movement may run is 
always a question of interést to the 
financial community, and that question 
just row is being closely canvassed. If 
coin is to be taken, and the supply of 
bars has been practically exhausted, 
Burope must bid higher for our gold 
than it is doing at the moment. There 
is yet no sign of a cessation of the Con- 
tinental demand, the French market 
again taking the bulk of the $38,500,000 
new gold which reached London yester- 
day. But despite the French and Rus- 
sian eagerness for the metal the Bank 
of England does not seem disposed to 
make any special effort to obtain gold 
in this market. Our bankers have rea- 
son to believe that the English institu- 
tion will not raise its prices for Ameri- 


| can eagles, and that would be the prob- 


able method adopted if the Bank decided 
to bid what in effect would be a pre- 
mium for shipments from New York. 
It adopted that method on some occa- 
sions in the past, but the Bank of Eng- 
land is much less disposed than either 
the French or German central banks to 
put a premium on gold imports. The 


| latter have at times allowed as much as 
| sixty days’ interest for the sake of at- 
| tracting gold, but at the moment ex- 


change here is high enough to take gold 
bars without the offering of special in- 


| dueements by Europe. 


It was taken as a good sign here yes- 


| terday that the Bank of England, despite 


the fact that it has not been able to 


| keep any large share of the South Afri- 


can gold arrivals in recent weeks owing 
to Continental competition, is not adopt- 
ing any special measures to strengthen 
its’ gold ‘holdings. Possibly the end of 
thé Coutinental demand is foreseen more 
clearly there than here, or, again, it may 
be that it is felt that gold will soon be 
attracted to the London market in or- 
dinary course. The ability of this mar- 
ket to supply a considerable amount of 
gold. to Europe without materially af- 
fecting the prevailing interest rates here 
is not doubted, although our ability to 
do this depends upon the course of trade. 
Any substantial forward movement in 
general business would no doubt quickly 


advance our money: rates to the level pre- 
vailing in the English market.

PLAN FEDERAL MEDIATION.. 


Bill Drawn to Establish a Board to 
Prevent Strikes and Lockouts. 


' WASHINGTON; May 12.—The Fed- 
eral Commission on Industrial Rela- 
tions announced to-day that it had pre- 
pared a tentative draft of a bill for sub- 


mission to Congress creating a National 
Board of Mediation and Conciliati to 
prevent strikes and lockouts that may 
involve the Federal Government. my 
measure is the result of extended in- 
vestigations of the workings of similar 
boards in the various States and for- 
eign countries. The commission at. its 
public hearings in New York City, be- 
ginning next Monday, will offer the 
measure for criticisms and suggestions. 

The bill provides strictly for voluntary 
conciliation, and expressly denies to the 
board any authority to compel arbitra- 
tion or prohibit strikes or lockouts. In 
this way it avoids any question of State 
or interstate jurisdiction. 

A precedent.for the formation of a 
national board is found in the Anthra- 
cite Coal Strike Commission of 1 
which settled the strike in Pennsy 
vania. It is asserted that all efforts at 
conciliation in recent strikes have failed 
and that if the. Federal Government is 
compelled to intervene after matters 
have reached a crisis, it is advisable 
that the Government should have a 
permanent board, representing the en- 
tire nation and havirg the confidence. of 
both employers and employes, to inter- 
vene at the beginning of such disputes.

MITCHEL TO SERVICE AIDS. 


Mayor Thinks. College Men Could 
Co-operate-in Public. Affairs. 


‘The conference on Universities, and 
Their Relation to Public Service, which 
has brought here’ a number. of college 
professors and others interested in civic 
affairs from all over the. country, was 
opened yesterday at the City Hali with 
an address ‘of welcome by Mayor 
Mitchel. During the afternoon the con- 
ference, which is being held under the 
auspices of the Committee on Practic 
Training and Public Service of the 
American Political Science Association, 
held a session at the Merchants’ As- 
sociation in the Woolworth Building. 

In his address the Mayor said he had 
felt for a long time that there was an 
opportunity for closer co-operation be- 
tween the universities and the govern- 
ment of cities for these three purposes: 
To enable the men who are attend- 
ance at, universities to get a .practical 
knowledge of the workings of govern- 
ment that will fit them to take’ part - 
it when they. enter business life; throu

public servants to enlarge their field 
and the scope of their learning through 
university courses, and throu the 
co-operative arrangement for the uni- 
versity to render direct service itself 
to:the government of the city. in solving 
technical and other problems. Con- 
tiuuing, the Mayor-said: 

“For we third opportunity we have 
the copsrichous example of the Univer- 
sity of isconsin, where, through the 
co-operative relation with the State 
Government, many of the most diffi- 
cult problems resented in that State 
have been attacked and solved. 

‘I talked: some time ago with Chan- 
cellor Brawn of New York University, 
and suggesteq the possibility of devel- 
oping such a plan in the city. Chan- 
cellor Brown and his associates. I 
think, have’ become deeply interested in 
the matter.. At his suggestion quite re- 
cently we had a conferencé, as a re- 
sult of “which he has lent tothe Gov- 
ernment Prof. Loomis, Instructor in Gov- 
ernment at New York University, who 
is now studying the technical resources 
of the ‘City’ Government, and appraising 
the technical equipment that we have. 
Prof. Loomis will make a report to us 
shortly. I am hopeful that the con- 
ference will be fruitful in concrete sug- 
gestions that can be adopted elsewhere 
in the country.’’ 

“ Upbuilding of Governmental Admin- 
istration—the Greatest Need of Amer- 
ican Democracy,” was the first. subject 
taken up for discussion. -Philander-.P. 
Claxton, United States Commissioner of 
Education, who presided, first jintro- 
duced Everett Colby of New Jersey. 
Robert J. -Aley of. the National Educa- 
tion Association followed, and then came 
Charles McCarthy, Chief of the Legis- 
lative Reference Library of Wisconsin. 

John H. Gray, President of the Ameri- 
can Economic Association, and Prof. 
Jeremiah W. Jenks of the New York 
University also spoke. 

At the-afternoon session Col. Samuel 
S. McClure spoke on ‘“ Public Service 
as a Career”’’; Clinton Rogers Woodruff, 
Secretary of the National Municipal 
League, on ‘ Civil Service Reform as a 
Factor in Making a Public Service 
Career,’’ and Bailey B. Burritt of the 
Association for gh lone the Condition 
of the Poor on ‘‘ The Occupation of Col- 
lege Graduates.”’ 

Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, President of 
the Carnegie’ Foundation, will preside 
at the session to be held this morning at 
9:45 o’clock in the Assembly Room of 
the Merchants’ Association.
